[Text] Lately, when leading members of the U.S. Government discuss U.S. policy 


toward China, tiey express, on the one hand, thei: wish to develop relations between 


the two countries in observance of the principles of the joint Sino-American 
Communique on Normalizing Diplomatic Relations, but on the other hand they say 
that they will conduct affairs according to the Taiwan Relations Act passed by the 
U.S. Congress. They have declared again and again that there is ao contradiction 
between the two. What is the actual substance of the Taiwan Relations Act? What 
policy does it reflect? Is it in contradiction with the Joint Sino-American 
Communique? If implemented, what will be its effect on Sino-American relations? 
These are questions that anyone who feels concern for the prospects of Sino- 
American relations must seriously pcnder. 


1. The Process That Gave Birth to the Taiwan Relations Act 


In December 1978, the governments of China and the !nited States negotiated, 
agreed, and proclaimed to the world: As of 1 January 1979, the two countries 
will recognize each other and establish diplomatic relations with each other. 

The U.S. Government accepted three principles which the Chinese Government had 
been enunciating for a long time--namely, that the U.S. Government would sever 
“diplomatic relations" with Taiwan, abrogate the U.S. Taiwan Joint Defense 
Treaty, and withdraw all military personnel from Taiwan. In the Joint Sino- 
American Communique, the United States "recognizes the Chinese position to the 
effect that there is but one China, and that Taiwan is a part of China," and 
“acknowledges that the Government of the PRC is the only legitimate government of 
China, and that it is within this framework that the American people will maintain 
future cultural, commercial, and other unofficial relations with the people of 
Taiwan." With this Joint Communique, a new page in the history of Sino-American 
relations was opened. . 


When agreement was reached between China and the United States on resuming 
diplomatic relations, the Carter Administration indicated that it would “aujust”" 
American laws to regulate the unofficial relations between the United States 
and Taiwan in line with the new conditions created by the normalization of 











Sino-American relations. On 26 January 1979, the Carter administration submitted 
to the U.S. Congress the draft of the Taiwan Relations Act. The two houses of 
Congress debated the draft for about 2 months, passed the final version on the 
28th and 29th of March, respectively, and sent it to President Carter, who signed 
it on 10 April. 


Since the Taiwan Relations Act was formulated so closely following the Joing 
Sino-American Communique, and since, according to the pronouncements of the 
American authorities themselves, the law was to regulate U.S.-Taiwan relations 
in line with the new situation following the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between the United States and China, it stands to reason that this law would 
strictly observe and fully recognize the basic principles acknowledged by the 
United States in the Joint Communique and would be truly adapted to the new 
situation following the resumption of Sino-American diplomatic relations. 
However, the draft of the Taiwan R: lations Act that President Carter sent to 
Congress, and the clarifications to the draft that were given to Congress by high 
officials of the U.S. Government, already contained items that contravened the 
Joint Sino-American Communique. Although the members of Congress in general did 
not oppose the resumption of diplomatic relations, considering this to be in the 
best interests of America, there were quite a few who attacked the Carter 
administration for “yielding too far" to China in order to bring about the 
normalization of relations. These men tried hard to add to the Taiwan Relations 
Act one clause after another that would contravene the Joint Communique and 
would pull back the American standpoint on the Taiwan question from the position 
expressed in the Joint Communique. Their proposals centered mainly on the 
following two questions: 


First was the question of a so-called "guarantee of Taiwan's security" for the 
period after the termination of the U.S.-Taiwan Mutual Defense Treaty. There 

is no provision relevant to this point in the draft of the Taiwan Relations Act 
submitted to Congress by the Carter administration. However, many congressment 
considered this a “great flaw." Quite a number of congressmen proposed that the 
United States must clearly assume a commitment to "protect Taiwan from attack 

by mainland China." Some congressmen demanded that certain articles in the 
U.S.-Taiwan Mutual Defense Treaty be copied word for word into the Taiwan 
Relations Act. Other congressmen suggested that it be stipulated clearly that 

in case China were to resort to armed force against Taiwan, the United States 
would immediately cancel its recognition of China and break off commercial 
contacts with China. Others demanded that the U.S. Government exact a guarantee 
from the Chinese Government that it would not attack Taiwan. Others proposed 
adding to the provisions concerning American arms sales to Taiwan a clear statement 
that these would include the most modern military equipment, etc, etc. Although 
the majority of congressmen would not go along with such barefaced methods, 

they still felt that it was not enough for Carter merely to state in his public 
announcement of the resumption of diplomatic relations that the United States 
"continues to have an interest in the peaceful resolution of the Taiwan issue," but 
[felt] that the Taiwan Relations Act should contain a provision "guaranteeing 
Taiwan's security." Only an extremely small minority of congressmen pointed to 
the self-evident contradiction that the United States on the one hand was 
establishing a new relationship with China and terminating the U.S.-Taiwan Mutual 











Defense Treaty, but on the other hand it was declaring that it would not tolerate 
the use of military force by China against Taiwan. Generally speaking, the debate 
on this question in Congress at that time was, precisely as the CONGRESSIONAL 
QUARTERLY WEEKLY REPORT expressed it, mainly not on whether the Taiwan Relations 
Act should contain a clause "guaranteeing Taiwan's security," but on the question 
"to what degree of force and to what degree of formal recognition"! the United 
States should commit itself. To use the words of the chairman of the congressional 
Foreign Relations Committee: "How best to delineate such a guarantee."2 


Second was the question of the character of agencies established by the United 
States and Taiwan to conduct their mutual affairs, which in fact is a question of 
the character of their mutual relations. The Carter administration originally 
proposed to Congress the establishment on Taiwan of an "American Institute in 
Taiwan" to deal with all unofficial relations between the American people and the 
people of Taiwan. Legally, this was to be a corporate body of a nongovernmental 
character, and Taiwan was to establish a similar organization in the United States 
(the so-called Coordination Council for North American Affairs). During the debate 
in Congress, however, many congressmen brazenly tried to confer an official 
character on these organizations. Some proposed that the appointment of the 
person in charge of the American Institute in Taiwan must be approved by Congress, 
as in the caseof high-ranking officials of the U.S. Government or its diplomats. 
Some proposed that the staff of the American Institute in Taiwan should all be 
on the payroll of the U.S. Government. Others proposed granting personnel of the 
American Institute the same diplomatic rights and immunities as those enjoyed by 
diplomats. A considerable number of congressmen even went so far as to demand 
the establishment of "liaison offices" by the United States and Taiwan, in the 
same way that liaison offices existed for a period of time in the United States 
and China before the two countries resumed diplomatic relations. Although the 
majority of congressmen voted down all these amendments, they still passed some 
resolutions which, comparatively speaking, implicitly give the agencies of the 
United States and Taiwan the actual character of diplomatic organizations. 


This shows that in formulating the Taiwan Relations Act, the dominating idea 
which guided the U.S. Congress was not how to arrive at a Taiwan Relations Act 
that would implement the basic principles of the Joint Communique just signed 

by the United States and China, but rather how to partially counteract and 
negate those principles by means of the Taiwan Relations Act. One congressman 
admitted that the U.S. Congress, in formulating the Taiwan Relations Act, aimed 
at maintaining the status quo and at preserving the relations with Taiwan as they 
had been heretofore, as if the resumption of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and China had changed nothing in the U.S.-Taiwan relationship. 


President Carter made valuable efforts to bring about the normalization of 
relations between the United States and China. He demonstrated his opposition 
to those proposals in Congress which would have been most brazen and flagrant 
violations of the Joint Communique, even threatening to use his veto. However, 
he approved a series of other "amendments" which also contravene the Joint 
Communique. When he signed the Taiwan Relations Act into law, he obstinately 
asserted that this law is consistent with all Sino-American agreements reached 
at the time of normalization of relations. Only on a few particular questions 











did he maintain reservations and express his intention to use presidential 
"d‘scretion,” which the Congress had authorized in the Taiwan Relations Act, in 
Orcer to take action, using this "discr: ionary power," in a manner consistent 
with the Joint Communique. 


2. The Taiwan Relations Act Violates the Sino-American Agreement on Resumption 
of Diplomatic Relations as Well as International Law 


As already mentioned, the United States acknowledges in the Joint Communique 
that the Government of the PRC is the only legitimate government of China, that 
there is but one China, and that Taiwan is part of China. Since this is so, the 
United States must also acknowledge that it is completely a matter wf Chinese 
internal policy what method China may choose to return Taiwan to its mother country 
and to restore the unity of the country. As a basic principle of international 
law, neither the United States nor any other country may interfere in this 
matter. 


However, the Taiwan Relations Act clearly stipulates: 


"The decision of the United States to establish diplomatic relations with the PRC 
rests upor the expectation that the future of Taiwan will be determined by 
peaceful means"; 


"Any effort to determine the future of Taiwan by other than peaceful means, 
including by boycotts or embargoes, will be considered a threat to the peace and 
security of the Pacific region and of grave concern to the United States"; 


"The United States will maintain the capacity to resist any resort to force or 
other forms of coercion that would jeopardize the security, or the social or 
economic system, of the people on Taiwan"; 


"The President is directed to inform the Congress promptly of any threat to the 
security or the social or economic system of the people on Taiwan and any danger 
to the interests of the United States arising therefrom. The President and the 
Congress shall determine, in accordance with constitutional processes, appropi.ate 
action by the United States in response to any such danger." 


These provisions obviously violate the Sino-American agreement on the resumption 
of diplomatic relations as well as the principles of international law. Anything 
concerning the future, security, social or economic system of the Chinese province 
of Taiwan is purely a matter within the scope of China's sovereign rights. What 
right has America to interfere here without rhyme cr reason? 


The provisions regarding the so-called "guarantee of Taiwan's security" were 
included in the Taiwan Relations Act as a result of the "joint proposal" by 
two congressmen. Explaiping this "joint proposal," one of them publicly declared 
it to be an "equivalent" for the U.S.-Taiwan Mutual Defense Treaty that had 

just become invalid. The other congressmen even boasted that the "joint proposal" 
would make the "guarantee" of Taiwan's "security" even much broader than was the 
case with the original Mutual Defense Treaty: for one thing, the “futual Defense 








Treaty merely provided against any danger to Taiwan's "security," but the Taiwan 
Relations Act also provides against dangers to Taiwan's "social and economic 
system"; for another, the Mutual Defense Treaty merely provided fur action against 
the use of military force against Taiwan, while the Taiwan Relations Act proviges 
for action against "other forms of coercion," such as blockades and embargoes. 

It is no wonder, then, that following the passage of the Taiwan Relations Act, 

a former U.S. "ambassador" to Taiwan commented: "After the U.S. headquarters on 
Taiwan and all other American military personnel are removed from the island and 
the Mutual Defense Treaty becomes invalid on 1 January 1980, the Taiwan Relations 
Aci, as amended by Congress, will guarantee Taiwan's security and stabilitz:y in the 
same way that formal diplomatic relations and treaties did in the past." It also 
is no wonder that the chairman of the U.S. Chamber of Commerce on Taiwan believes 
that the provision of the Taiwan Relations Act, which "guerantee Taiwan's 
security, are even stronger than the corresponding provisious in the Mutual 
Defense Treaty."/ 


This shows that by providing in the Taiwan Relations Act for the so-called 
"guarantee of Taiwan's security," the United States is in actual fact closely 
following up its announcement of the termination of the Mutual Defense Treaty with 
a restoration of that treaty in a disguised form. This is not the attitude that 

a country should adopt in handling its foreign affairs. 


It must be emphatically »pointed out that the Taiwan Relations Act specifically 
Stipulates that the United States intends to continue to provide Taiwan with 
so-called “defense materiel" and "defense services." Everyone knows that the 
local Taiwan administration is obtaining American weapons for the purpose of 
resisting the Chinese central authorities. Since the United States recognized the 
Chinese central government as the sole legitimate government of China, and since 
Taiwan is a part of China, how can the United States, according to generaily 
recognized principles of international law, support the local administration of 

a country by supplying it was arms, thus enabling it to offer resistance against 
its central government? Didthe United States not also, during the Civil War, 
resolutely oppose the supply of weapons by Great Britain to the Southern states 
and consider such action a breach of international law? In 1965, the General 
Assembly of the United Nations adopted a "Declaration of Inadmissiblity of 
Intervention in the Domestic Affairs of States, and Protection of Their Indepen- 
dence and Sovereignty," which demands that "no state may interfere in civil strife 
in another state."8 Didn't the United States cast its vote in favor of this 
declaration? The “Declaration on Principles of International Law Concerning 
Friendly Relations and Cooperation Among States in Accordance with the Charter of 
the United Nations," passed by the General Assembly of the United Nations in 
1970, clearly points out: "It would violate the spirit and the principles of the 
Charter if any country were to try to partially or completely destroy another 
country’s unity or territerial integrity"; "every state has the duty to refrain 
from organizing, instigating, assisting, or participating in acts of civil strife 
in another state."? Wasn't the United States the country that sponsored that 
declaration at that time? A congressman who had "opposed the recognition of the 
PRC as the only legitimate government of China" asked in Congress: "How can we 
sell military equipment and arms to the people on Taiwan when we have recognized 
Peking as the ‘sole government’ of China? Are we not, then, selling arms to a 
rebellious province?"10 This precisely is indirect evidence that selling arms to 











Taiwan is inconsistent with recognition of the PRC as the only legitimate 
government of China. 


The fact that the Taiwan Relations Act violates the Joint Coumunique and the 
principles of international law is evident not only in the so-called "guarantee 
of Taiwan's security" question, but also in the chzracter of U.S.-Taiwan relations. 
When it resumed diplomatic relations with China, the United States recognized that 
Taiwan is part of China. When the United States terminated "diplomatic relations" 
with Taiwan, the United States declared that the American people will maintain 
cultural, commercial, and other unofficial relations with the people on Taiwan, 

in line with the recognition of the PRC as the only legitimate government of China. 
However, quite a number of provisions in the Taiwan Relations Act in actual 

fact continue to treat Taiwan as a "state," treat the administration on Taiwan as 
the "government" of a "state," and strive to confer an official character on U.S.- 
Taiwan relations. 


The Taiwan Relations Act stipulates: "Whenever the laws of the United States 
refer or relate to foreign countries, nations, states, government, or similar 
entitites, such terms shall include and such laws shall apply with respect to 
laiwan." An American deputy secretary of state at that time also confirmed that 
one of the purposes of the Taiwan Relations Act is to have Taiwan considered a 
"state. "11 


Although the Taiwan Relations Act states that future relations between the United 
States and Taiwan shall be conducted through "nongovernmental bodies," it also 
stipulates that agreements and transactions between the “American Institute 

in Taiwan" and Taiwan authorities and other organizations “shall be subject to 

the same congressional notification, review, and approval requirements and 
precedures" as if these agreements and transactions were made through organs of 
the U.S. Government. The said law also provides, with respect to the personnel of 
the agencies that will be mutually established by the United States and by Taiwan, 
that they shall enjoy “such privileges and immunities as may be necessary for the 
effective performance of their functions." According to the explanation by the 
Carter administration and the "Agreement on Privileges and Imaunities” concluded 
later between the American Institute in Taiwan and the Coordination Council for 
North American Affairs, these privileges and immunities comprise almost all the 
diplomatic privileges and immunities; in the words of Han-sai-er [phonetic], legal 
adviser to the State Department, they are "the equivalent"!2 of so-called 
diplomatic privileges and immunities. Some American congressmen have said quite 
frankly that the American Institute in Taiwan established by the Taiwan Relations 
Act is a "clumsy disguise." Apart from its name, it "possesses all the 
attributes of an official agency of the United States." 


The Taiwan Relations Act stipulates that all "treaties" and "agreements" existing 
between the United States and Taiwan before the end of 1978 shall continue in 
force, with the exception of the Mutual Defense Treaty and agreements related to 
this treaty. That means that a large number of "treaties" and "agreements" 
which had been signed in the past by the United States and Taiwan as "states" 

will be preserved without the change of even word. It is common knowledge that 
only a state has the capacity and authority to conclude international treaties and 
agreements. A local administration is not qualified to conclude international 














treaties and agreements with other countries unless it has obtained approval or 
authorization from its central government. Article 1 of the U.S. Constitution also 
clearly states that no single state of the union may conclude treaties with foreign 
countries or contract agreements with foreign countries without the consent of 
Congress. Since the United States has recognized that Taiwan is a part of 

China, all "treaties" and "agreements" between the United States and Taiwan ought 
to be declared null and void. Indeed, one American congressman could not help 
asking: How can the former "treaties" and "agreements" between the United States 
and Taiwan continue in force after the United States has recognized that Taiwan 

is a province of China? It is hardly possible that the United States could 
maintain treaty relations with the Canadian province of British Columbia without 
the consent of the Canadian Government .14 


The Taiwan Relations Act also stipulates that recognition of the PRC shall not 
in any way affect the "ownership of all property, tangible and intangible," held 
by the Taiwan administration in the United States prior co the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between the United States and China." However, according 
to generally acknowledged principles of international law, it is the duty of the 
U.S. Government, after recognizing the PRC as the sole legitimate government of 
China, to hand over immediately to the PRC Government all property in the United 
States originally held by the Taiwan administration. Even President Carter, on 
signing the Taiwan Relations Act, could not help having certain reservations 
regarding the above-mentioned provisions of the law, as he remarked that 
“originally, a different method of handling the problem of the diplomatic 
property of China was considered preferable." 


It is evident from the few items mentioned that the main purpose of the Taiwan 
Relations Act was, precisely as one American congressman said, to “ensure that 
our relations with Taiwan will continue essentially unchanged."!> 


3. Development cf U.S.-China Relations Requires Removal of the Obstructions 
Presented by the Taiwan Relations Act 


Ever since President Nixon's visit to China in 1972 and the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between the United States and China in 1979, there has been 
quite a group of people in the American ruling party, who, on the one hand, 

wish to improve relations with China, but on the other hand try to maintain 
contre: of Taiwan. Following the bankruptcy of one plan after another, they 

rack -heir brains trying to make Taiwan into a kind of “independent political 
entity" and have it acquire a certain “international status." This is the new 
edition of the old scheme of “one China, one Taiwan." The Taiwan Relations Act 
is one expression of this kind of policy and mentality. However, there is an 
irreconcilable contradiction between developing relations with China and 
maintaining control over Taiwan. The two policies cannot exist simultaneously. 
The Taiwan question was the core problem that for a long time prevented the 
normalization of relations between the United States and China. Only after the 
United States accepted the three principies that China had insisted upoa all 
along for a resumption of diplomatic relations, after recognizing she PRC Govern- 
ment as the sole legitimate government of China and Taiwan to be part of China, 
could the two countries, the United States and China, finally reach agreement on 
establishing diplomatic relations. It stands to reason that one could assume that 














the Taiwan question had berm resolved between China and the United States with 
the publication of the Joint Communique. However, the appearance of the Taiwan 
Relations Act again created an immense obstacle for the further development of 
relations between China and the United States. For 30 years, China and the 
United States have been in sharp and complex conflict over the Taiwan question, 
sufficient to make it fully clear that the standpoint and resolve of the Chinese 
people to achieve unity and protect the territorial integrity of its country are 
firm and unshakahle. If the United States stubbornly persists in such practices 
as the Taiwan Relations Act, normalization of relations between China and the 
United States, so laboriously achieved, will certainly suffer serious harm. 


in the debate over the Taiwan Relations Act, many of those congressmen who 
proposed inserting a provision of a so-called "guarantee of Taiwan's safety" all 
said that they were only “concerned about a peaceful resolution of the Taiwan 
question.” In actual fact, it is precisely their method that obstructs a peaceful 
resolution of the Taiwan question. Everybody knows that the Chinese people are 
striving hard to have Taiwan return to tne mother country in a peaceful manner. 
However, the provisions in the Taiwan Atelations Act which interfere in the 
internal affairs of China are only apt te encourage the Taiwan administration to 
refuse all peaceful negotiations and oppose peaceful reunification. As a result, 
this could lead to certain consequences, namely to force China into a position 
where there would be no other choice but to employ nonpeaceful means, which were 
orignially felt undesirable, in order to resolve the Taiwan question. 


Some members of the upper circles in the United States still to this day maintain 
the old viewpoint that China will rei make any fuss about the Taiwan question 

as long as the United States opposes Soviet Kussian expansion. This clearly 
indicates that they lack correct knowledge, consistent with the demands of 
objective developments, as to the exact basis on which Sino-American relations 
must be established. As early as 1972, in the Sino-American "Shanghai Communique," 
both sides agreed "that countries should conduct their relations on ths principies 
of respect for the sovereignty and cerritorial integrity of all states, nonaggres- 
sion against other states, noninterference in the internal affairs of other 
states, equality and mutual benefit, and peaceful coexistence." Both sides "are 
prepared to apply these principles to their mutual relations." Both sides also 
declared that “neither side should seek hegemony in the Asia-Pacific region, 

and each is opposed to efforts by any other country or group of countries to 
establish such hegemony." Both items constitute the fundamental principles 

on which Sino-American relations were established; neither of them can be 
unilaterally abrogated. The Joint Communique on the Establishment of Diplomatic 
Relations Between China and the United States also gave expression precisely 

to this point. In the Joint Communique the United States recognized the PRC 
Government as the sole legitimate government of China and Taiwan tc be a part of 
China. At the same time, both sides repeated the stipulation of the Shanghai 
Communique as regards their opposition to hegemonism. Under the new situacion 
thus created, the thought that Sino-American relations could be established 
merely on opposition to the hegemonistic moves of other countries would be nothing 
but pure retrogressive thinking. If amyone were to believe that China could 
agree to such retrogression, he would be laboring under an illusion. 








There are still others in the United States who nakedly advocate a "two Chinas" of 
"one China, one Taiwan" policy and go so far as to arrogantly proclaim that China 
has to rely on the United States to counter the threat from the Soviet Union, 

and that China needs American help in its four modernizations. If America adopts 
a stiffer attitude, China will therefore be willing to swallow some "bitter pills" 
on the Taiwan question. This is an assessment that shows 100 percent ignorance of 
history and of the present situation and is absolutely mistaken. 





Opposition to the hegemonistic drive of the Soviet Union is of benefit to the 
efforts for world peace, as it is also in the interests of China and the United 
States. Although China is at present poor and militarily backward, its position 
and role in the struggle against Soviet hegemonism and its capability to withstand 
severe tests from outside forces must not be underestimated. The United States 
poses as the richest and most powerful country in the world, but as Secretary of 
State Haig said, the military strength of the Soviet Union is already sufficient 
to support its aggressive foreign policy of global imperialism. To counter the 
Soviet challenge we have to rely on collective strength; it would be impossible 

to do so relying on the United States alone.l© Since this is so, Haig emphasized 
that improving Sino-American relations is "a fundamental strategic reality and a 
strategic imperative. It is of overriding importance to international stability 
and world peace. "1/ The secretary of defense in the Carter administration, Brown, 
also acknowledged when speaking of Sino-American relations that China's anti-Soviet 
policy was of immense strategic benefit for the United States.18 It is therefore 
most ridiculous to say in connection with the Soviet threat that "China is even 
more out to seek favors from the United States." 


As to the four modernizations being carried out by China, it is a fact that we 
hope to strengthen economic cooperation with the United States and other 
industrialized countries on the basis of equality and mutual benefit. However, 
China has always and will always put self-reliance first in its socialist 
construction. Hasn't new China since its inception been able to develop its 
economy while the United States was for many years maintaining a blockade and 
embargo against China? 


The Soviet Union absurdly believed in the late 1950's and early 1960's that China 
had to rely on the Soviet Union to counter the United States, that China needed 
Soviet "assistance" for its construction, and that therefore it would swallow 

any unreasonable practices in the Sino-Soviet relationship if the Soviet Union 
were to take a harder position toward China. The Soviet Union even went so far as 
to exercise pressure on China by cancelling contracts, withdrawing experts, and 
recalling loans at a time when China was in an extremely difficult economic 
situation. What was the result? The Chinese people raised high the banner of 
opposition to Soviet hegemonism, carried on an indomitable struggle, and 
demonstrated the lofty spirit that the Chinese nation will not permit itself to 
be bullied. This chapter in history should be a significant lesson to those 

who miscalculate regarding the question of Sino-American relations. An American 
expert on Chinese matters who was invited to present his opinion of the Taiwan 
Relations Act before the congressional Foreign Affairs Committee also referred 

to that historical episode in Sino-Soviet relations when he point2d out: "If 

the United States thinks that it can leave out of consideration Peking's dignity, 
its standpoint, and its past history, this [thinking] will prove to be extremely 
mistaken and dangerous in the future." 











Some members of American upper circles now also acknowledge that "there are 
mistakes in the Taiwan Relations Act," but they stil! emphasize that the U.S. 
Government must carry out the laws passed by Congress. This touches on the 
question of the relationship between domestic laws and international duties. The 
Taiwan Relations Act is an internal law of the United States which cannot override 
the international agreements that the United States has concluded with other states, 
nor can it override the generally acknowledged principles of internation;.1 law. 

It cannot be used as a norm governing the international relations of the United 
States with other countries. The Vienna Convention on the Law of Treaties 

states explicitly: "No state may adduce its national laws as a reason for 
nonfulfillment of a treaty." The United States itself is a signatory of the 
Convention. 


At the time when the Taiwan Relations Act was being debated in the U.S. Congress, 
the Chinese Government had already pointed out to the American Government that the 
text of the said law which Congress was about to pass violated in a series of 
points the principles that both countries had agreed upon as conditions for the 
resumption of diplomatic relations and the undertakings of the United States, and 
that these violations would be very harmful for the relationship which had just 
been established between the two countries. After the United States enacted the 
Taiwan Relations Act, the Chinese Government again pointed out to the U.S. 
Government that failure of the American side scrupulously to abide by the agree- 
ments concerning the resumption of diplomatic relations would only have harmful 
consequences for Sino-American relations and would bring no benefits for either 
side. We hope the U.S. Government will value Sino-American relations as a whole 
above everything else and will conscientiously observe the principles of the 
Sino-American agreement concerning the resumption of diplomatic relations. 


Sino-American relations have passed through a very long and tortuous road; now 
they have arrived at a critical new juncture. Are they to continue to advance 
along the lines indicated by the Joint Sino-American Communique on Establishment 
of Diplomatic Relations, or are they to be dragged back by the Taiwan Relations 
Act? This will depend on whether American policymakers will be able toc derive 
the correct lessons from historical experiences, soberly assess the overall 
situation in the international struggle, get rid of the obstruction of the Taiwan 
Relations Act, and make a wise choice.

"CHINA CARD,' 'TWO CHINAS' IDEAS ATTACKED

[Text] The last time that the wind blew in the United States for relations with 
Taiwan, and to have “one China and one Taiwan," it was not a strong wind, and it 
also stirred up controversary that was not very large. Following some twists and 
turns, the acceptance by high ranking Taiwan official, Chiang Yanshih [5592 1750 
1102], to attend President Reagan's inauguration ceremonies fizzled. Subsequently, 
the Americans repeatedly signaled that when President Reagan took office Sino- cr 
American relations would develop along the lines of the accord reached in the 
communique attending establishment of relations between the United States and 
China; however, from time to time a detestable remnant showed up--the United 
States would carry out the "Taiwan Relations Act," and this internal American act 
was poles apart from the principle whereby the United States and China established 
relations. 


The Dutch government's approval to sell submarines to Taiwan, though vetoed by 

the Dutch parliament and opposed by China, caused no change in the »riginal atten- 
tion. In addition, some European countries and even India sent de ‘ions 
running to Taipei. It seemed that this very small storm in internat: nal rela- 
tions might be difficult to calm for a time. It might be said that one wave had 
not died away before another one arose. 


Waves do not rise unless there is wind, and the source of the wind was the pro- 
Taiwan forces in the United States. The United States has several people like 
Ray Cline (director of the Georgetown University Center for Strategic and Inter- 
national Studies) who take every opportunity to go around giving speeches and 
writing articles opposing development of relations with China and advocating, 
"two Chinas."" Though not very much in vogue, they nevertheless seek through 
various channels to influence the White House's China policy. 


This storm is also related to the world economic recession. Some shortsighted 
foreign traders use fair means or foul in a search for opportunities. Some 
foreigners also have a misconception about China's economic readjustment, and 
make an erroneous estimate of China's economic development. 








China's Part in the Overall Strategic Situation 


Cline's major argument in opposing development of Sino-American relations is that 
China is too weak "to be a card; it is just a small deuce." This is to say that 
America's dealings with China are a card to be played against the USSR. Moreover, 
this China card does not account for much; it is of little importance. Consequently, 
even though the revival of official relations with Taiwan and engaging in "two 
Chinas,"’ would cause a falling out with China, this would be inconsequential. Some 
congressmen feel that China needs the United States more than the United States 
needs China, and so the United States should not worry about carrying out a "two 
Chinas" policies that damages its relations with China. 


Numerous people of vision in the United States, including people in the Republican 
Party, which has just taken office, and people in the Democratic Party, which has 
just left office, do not agree with such a view. They advise looking at the 
development of Sino-American relations in terms of the overall world strategic 
situation. Some people also explain that Cline is not an important figure, so 

the Chinese did not set great store by him. In fact, the Chinese do not set great 
store by anyone; however, it cannot remain silent on the views that these kind of 
people maintain. 


To be a country and a people that is regarded by the United States as a card to 
play against the USSR, and to be taken for a counter to be used in bargaining with 
the USSR, in and of itself, causes China to suffer insult. This is first of all 

a matter of a people's feelings and a people's self-respect. But the issue far 
exceeds the bounds of feelings. China's advocacy of unity among all the countries 
in the world that have suffered Soviet threats, insults, and intervention to 
oppose hegemony and to preserve world peace positively does not proceed from 
partial benefits for a single country, but rather from regard for this issue in 
the overall strategic situation of security benefits for the people of the world. 
Development of Sino-American relations is also done with this overall strategic 
situation in mind. 


The world has entered the 1980's bearing the trauma of the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and Vietnam's invasion of Kampuchea. The rapid escalation of Soviet 
military forces has made it every more willing to take risks. Its military 
forces already stretch from the continent of Europe to the Indian Ocean, the 
Middle East, Africa, Southeast Asia, and even to the Caribbean Sea at America's 
front door. The increased pressure of the USSR in Asia and the western Pacific 
region, including support to Vietnam in its expansion in Southeast Asia, and the 
advance toward the Persian Gulf region means danger not only for the countries 

in these regions, and not only for Europe and Japan, which rely to a very great 
extent on petroleum from the Persian Gulf, but for the peace and stability of the 
entire world. Can it be that none of this has anything to do with the United 
States? Can it be that the American government's rebuilding and developing since 
1972 of its relations with China has not been done precisely out of consideration 
of global strategic needs? 


The American people understand this, of course. Americans who went through the 
1970's fully appreciate the decline in America's position and the challenges it 
has faced. Even though President Reagan has written a prescription for "American 
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revival"; nevertheless, a prettied-up future cannot substitute for today's grim 
realities. Last year, former Japanese premier Ohira Masayoshi [1132 1627 2973 
5364] made a blunt remark during his last visit to the United States: "The United 
States is no longer a superpower, but is an ordinary power." Many Americans 
already realize that American power alone cannot be relied upon alone tu stand up 
to the USSR. This requires, in addition to strengthening its alliances with 
Western European and Japanese allies, the development of a relationship with 
China. To use the words of a report issued by the United States Joint Chiefs-of- 
Staff this February, "China's containment of a large number of military forces 

on the Sino-Soviet border performs a beneficial function that is generally consis- 
tent with that of the United States in East Asia and other areas." For this 
reason, this report advocated, in guarded language, continued expansion of rela- 
tions with China. 


The attitude maintained by this report is, in the final analysis, a rather 
realistic one. 


In actual fact, China's share in the overall world situation objectively exists, 
and no matter how much pro-Taiwan figures in the United States may want to sidestep 
this, it cannot be sidestepped. On the Sino-Soviet border, China has tied down 
one-fourth of the Soviet Union's armed forces. Europeans and Americans understand 
the importance of this “one fourth." Additionally, China's stand on principle 
against hegemony cannot but play a restrictive role on Soviet strategy for move- 
ment southward in which Vietnam plays a special role. 


There is an even more important implication. It is wrong to look at China's part 
solely in terms of modernized weapons. China is presently fairly backward, and 
even though it has a little nuclear force and some medium range transport vehicles, 
we still admit to being backward. However, as compared with other powerful 
countries possessed of advanced military equipment, China is far and away the 
leader in not fearing the military blackmail and threats of the USSR. The Chinese 
people are in favor of friendship with the people of al! the world including the 
Soviet Union, oppose war, and will positively not commit aggression against any- 
one. Even when it is prosperous in the future, it positively will not. However, 
when invaded from outside, China will never bow its head. "Indomitability is a 
strength of the Chinese. China has a big area and a large population, and has 
experience in protracted war as well as a tradition of using outmoded weapons to 
triumph over enemies with advanced eugqipment. The victories won by the Chinese 
people in the war of resistance to Japan and the triumph over Chiang Kai-shek 
with his American style equipment were not won by becoming rich and strong first 
and then defeating the adversary, nor through reliance on foreign aid, but rather 
through reliance on our own strength to defeat the adversary. Consequently China 
is full of confidence. This "value" of China's is not only not that of a “little 
deuce"; even an "ace" or a "king" cannot compare with it. As for China's role in 
the world struggle against hegemony, some of those American "strategists" who 
boast of their power while becoming weak-kneed and fainthearted in the face of 
challenge from the USSR, don't even want to mention the subject. They even 
distort China's stand on principle as a “desire for war attitude," using this 

to cover their cowardice. 
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China has sought self-reliance only because of more than 100 years of endless big 
power aggression and humiliation. Today it is still facing a threat from the 
north. It is also precisely because of the steeling gained in this long struggle 
against the humiliation of the big powers that China has developed such a lofty 
national confidence and has developed such an “indomitable” national character. 


Economically China Is Not A "Little Deuce" Either 


Some people also treat China as a "little deuce" both economically and inter- 
nationally. Lameng Maiersi [phonetic, possibly Raymond Myers], senicr researcher 
at the Hoover Institute of Stanford University in the United States believes that 
based on China's economy of the past 2 years, trade between the United States and 
China will not expand rapidly. For this reason, he advocates a "reappraisal of 
Sino-American relations." In late February, the Dutch newspaper, TELEGRAF, pub- 
lished an article defending the Dutch government's sale of submarines to Taiwan. 
It said, "business is >usiness." "There is no expectation of getting large orders 
from the Chinese People's Republic," while Taiwan is "a fairly good customer." 

He believed that “in a perio! of economic recession that has brought an astounding 
increase in unemployment, people are struggling to hold fast in this topsy-turvy 
world.” And this was his reason for making a loud appeal to recognize "two Chinas." 
Please note that the proponents of “two Chinas" have already completely stripped 
away the veil of international good faith (the principles for accord in estab- 
lishing relations with China), friendship, and diplomatic protocol etc. What 
remains is only naked “commercialism"--make moneyism. 


These "disgraceful" disclosures have been a superb dose of sobering medicine for 
the Chinese, particularly for those not familiar with the capitalist character or 
those who have forgotten the capitalist history. The world, after all, has not 
only the perfume of the flowers of friendship, but also the stink of money, and 
some people make earning money their highest principle. In the minds of some 
people, the specter of the law of the jungle has not been dispelled. If only a 
country is poor and backward, it cannot avoid being looked down upon and suffering 
humiliation, to be treated as a card to be played or even being considered a 
"little deuce.” 


The Chinese people are one of the world's outstanding, good and honest people. 
China desires to develop relations with all countries on a basis of the five 
principles for peaceful co-existence. We will wait with good will for those who 
have made a wrong assessment of China to correct their assessment. However, if 
anyone uses the arrogance and prejudice of out of date ruffians in dealing with 
China, that is another matter. We admit to being relatively poor and relatively 
backward today, but though the people may be poor there is no paucity of will. 
The Chinese people developed in the midst of being blockaded and surrounded for 

a long period of time. During the period of the revolutionary war, they wece 
blockaded by the Kuomintang; during the 1950's they were blockaded by the United 
States; and from the end of the 1950's, the USSK joined in the blockade. With 
what result? Through self-reliance, independence and democracy, and working hard 
for the prosperity of the country, China still developed itself, and in overall 
terms the speed of development could not be termed slow. The Chinese people are 
not anti-foreign by any means; they desire to study advanced foreign things, 
and they welcome to cooperate with foreign countries on the basis of equality and 
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mutual advantage .a the development of China's economy. However, our foundation 

is self-reliance. The spirit of hardwork, frugality, and arduous struggle of the 
Chinese people is also famed throughout the world. Furthermore, the Chinese people 
are by no means stupid. Numerous foreigners have observed the intelligence of 

the Chinese people from the fine achievements of Chinese students studying abroad. 
What reasons do foreigners have for locking down on China? What reasons do the 
Chinese people have to feel inferior? 


Today many foreigners of vision who truly understand China appreciate the wisdom 
of China's current economic readjustment policies. If it is said that many set- 
backs occurred during the past 20 years of development of China's economy and that 
unpredictable ups and downs occurred, which were related to overly ambitious 
"leftist" economic policies, they predict that as a result of this sober-minded 
readjustment, it will be possible to look forward to wore consistent and reliable 
development, and possible to look forward to the vast market of China's 1 billion 
population realizing its potential. Of course, some people are skeptical, and 
some want to wait and see; still others in a foul-mouthed manner attack China; 
and still others take the opportunity to preach "two Chinas," in an effort to 
turn back the clock in regard to relations with China. 


History Will Provide the Answer 


All right. We shall see. Let history answer. The Chinese people who have gone 
through 10 years of catastrophe, feel deeply the pain of the wounds remaining 
from those years of disturbance, and look with shame on the distance China fell 
behind in world ranking during this period. We are in process of summarizing the 
lessons of historical experience, bringing order out of chaos, and in accordance 
with the line, programs and policies formulated by the Third Plenary Session of 
the llth Party Central Committee, putting down one step after anothe and doing 
a solid job, in a struggle to realize before the end of this century “compara- 
tively well-off" level of “four modernizations."

WAY TO EVALUATE MAO'S ACHIEVEMENTS, MISTAKES ANALYZED 
Beijing XIN SHIQI [NEW ERA] in Chinese No 6, Jun 81 pp 6-8

[Text] The question of how to evaluate Comrade Mao Zedong is one that the 
whole world is following with great interest. This question not only deeply 
affects the countless millions of people in our country, but it is a question 
that progressive people throughout the world are deeply concerned over, and 

it has produced a violent reaction on the part of the various classes inter- 
nationally. This is because Comrade Mao Zedong was the leader of the Chinese 
Communist Party and of the Chinese people, and his entire life, theory and 
practice were all closely bound up with the history of our party and our 
People's Republic. An evaluation of Comrade Mao Zedong unaveidably involves 
our understanding of and attitude toward the history of our party and state, 
toward the state system of the people's democratic dictatorship, toward the 
socialist »ath that we have chosen for ourselves, ais well as toward Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. For this reason, the evaluation of Comrade 
Mao Zedong concerns not only the achievements and mistakes of Comrade Mao 
Zedong himself, but the fundamental advantage of our nation and people, and 
the question of how to sum up our historical experience and continue to progress. 
At the same time, it also has great practical significance for upholding the 
four basic principles and implementing the party's line, programs and policies 
since the Third Plenum. 


Generally speaking, after an important historical personage dies, people ana- 
lyze and study him and make some kind of evaluation of him. It is no cause 
for surprise at all that a great man like Comrade Mao Zedong, who in a great 
oriental nation of several hundred millions led the people to achieve victory 
in the revolution, and after the victory continued to serve as one of the 
major leaders of the party and the state for nearly 30 years, who possessed 
vast influence on the world political stage and who, having had the greatest 
successes and victories throughout his life, was also so seriously at fault 
in later life, should after his death arouse so much comment. The problem 
now is: what is the correct attitude and method to adopt in evaluating a 
historical personage like Comrade Mao Zedong? 
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Evaluating Comrade Mao Zedong is rezlly a question of evaluating the effect 

of an individual on history. Historical materialism considers that history 

is created by the people, by the masses, but it does not in the slightest deny 
the effect of outstanding individua’s on history. Lenin pointed out: "In 
history, any class, unless it elects its own political leaders and progressive 
representatives who are good at organizational and leadership activities, can- 
not possioly gain a position politically. ("Selected Works of Lenin" Vol 1 

p 210) It is quite clear, from the point of view of a proletarian party, that 
if there are not a number of party leaders who have experience and the highest 
prestige, then the whole idea of wanting to achieve victory in the revolution 
will become merely empty words. Of course, party leaders certainly cannot sim- 
ply do whatever they like and so create history. Leaders are subordinate to 
the masses and to a class; leaders are not individuals, but part of a group. 
They are produced in the struggle of the people, and only when they represent 
the advantage and the demands of the people, go along with the tide of histori- 
cal developments, and obey the laws of the development of society are they able 
to produce a great effect in promoting the advance of history. Therefore, 
since Marxism is opposed to disparaging or denying the masses’ creation of his- 
tory, improperly exaggerating the effect of outstanding personages, advocating 
a superstitious belief in the powers of the individual, and the historical- 
idealistic viewpoint of deifying leaders, it is also opposed to the viewpoint 
of underestimating or denying the theory of the spontaneous effectiveness of 
proletarian revolutionary leaders. Historical materialism also tells us that 
in evaluating a historical personage it is uecessary to place him within a 
definite historical framework, and in the light of his original aspect, analyze 
and study him in a historical context, comprehensively, and not indulge in sub- 
jective wishes or entertain any bias. Only in this way can one make a just 
evaluation based on seeking truth from facts. In evaluating the achievements 
and mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong, we should undoubtedly adopt this scienti- 
fic attitude and method. 


Comrade Mao Zedong engaged in revolutionary activities within the concrete his- 
torical environment of China. As a leading personage of the Chinese proletariat 
and of the masses, for a long time he played an outstanding role on the politi- 
cal stage. From a comprehensive, objective analysis of Comrade Mao Zedong's 
effect on the historical course of the Chinese revolution, we can arrive at the 
following conclusion: Comrade Mao Zedong was the outstanding representative of 
the Chinese communists and of our people's excellent traditions. Comrade Mao 
Zedong's entire life was that of a great Marxist, a great proletarian revolu- 
tionary. Comrade Mao Zedong not only made an indelible contribution to the 
Chinese revolution, but he also left behind rich spiritual wealth for us. Com- 
rade Mao Zedong's greatest accomplishment was his creative combination of Marx- 
ist-Leninist theory with the realities of the Chinese revolution, opening up a 
correct path for the Chinese revolution that was sure to lead to victory. Com- 
rade Jeng Xiaoping has pointed out that Chairman Mao "many times saved the 
party and the state from a crisis situation. If it had not been for Chairman 
Mao, then at the least the people of China would have groped in darkness for 

a longer time." Comrade Mao Zedong's theories on the new democratic revolution, 
on socialist revolution and socialist construction, on revolutionary war and 

the ideological method and work methodology of dialectical materialism, have 
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added a great deal of new content to the treasury of Marxism-Leninism and 
possess far-reaching guiding significance for us. The ideology proposed by 
Comrade Mao Zedong regarding the accurate distinction between and treatment 
of the two essentially different kinds of contradiction, his strategy and 
tactics regarding an international combination to oppose hegemony, as well 
as his creative insights into other areas, are all immense contributions to 
Marxism-Leninism. Our speaking this way is not some kind of eulogizing or 
giving of undeserved praise, but is an objective, fair evaluation of Comrade 
Mao Zedong and, moreover, has already been proven by the actual practice of 
the Chinese revolution. 


Now this Comrade Mao Zedong who was a great Marxist and proletarian revolution- 
ary, in the later part of his life made certain mistakes, even serious mistakes. 
In economic construction, he was too eager to obtain quick results, and he mis- 
takenly perpetrated the "Great Leap Forward." He magnified the importance of 
class struggle and used methods appropriate for dealing with enemies to deal 
with contradictions within the party, to the extent that he was tricked by 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four," leading to the 10 years of turmoil of the 
"Great Cultural Revolution." This agonizing mistake brought a great deal of 
misfortune to our party, state, and people. However, looking at the life of 
Comrade Mao Zedong in its entirety, we can say fairly and in the manner of seek- 
ing truth from facts that if the accomplishments and mistakes of Comrade Mao 
Zedong are compared, his achievements are predominant and his mistakes are secon- 


dary. 


Both the achievements and the mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong have objective, 
historical existence. There are some comrades who in evaluating Comrade Mao 
Zedong depart from the demands of historical materialism and are wanting in 

the scientific attitude of seeking truth from facts. One circumstance is their 
improper exaggeration of the effect of Comrade Mao Zedong as an individual on 
history, seeing him as an absolutely perfect man without any shortcomings or 
mistakes, and adopting an attitude of approving everything he did. For a long 
time, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" created modern-day superstitions, deified 
revolutionary leaders, and shackled the ideology of a great many people. After 
the smashing of the "gang of four," there were also some comrades who brought 
up the notion of the "two everys" with the intention of being an obstacle to 
the liberation of people's thinking, and somehow bringing order out of chaos. 
Regarding Comrade Mao Zedong, they do not make an analysis based on the prin- 
ciple that everything devides into two, but merely accept the great accomplish- 
ments of Comrade Mao Zedong throughout his life, and do not accept the fact 
that in later life he made many mistakes. For this reason, when they fear peo- 
ple say that Comrade Mao Zedong had shortcomings and mistakes, they cannot 
accept it, and even consider that such an attitude means negating everything 
good about the old man. This kind of superstitious belief in individual lead- 
ers has a considerable market in China. u~ country has a history of several 
thousand years of feudal society and is a vast sea of small producers. The 
influence of the class position of small producers and of f7udal traditions 

has led them to place their hopes for improving their own politics and improv- 
ing the political situation onto the persons of individua'l great personages 

and to look upon the results achieved through their personal participation in 
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struggle under the leadership of the party as rain and sunlight bestowed upon 
them by individual leading figures. A great many people among the masses pro- 
ceed from precisely this feeling of gratitude, considering Comrade Mao Zedong 
to be their great saving star. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" then took ad- 
vantage of these ideological weaknesses of the people, took advantage of people's 
simple class feeling toward the party and toward their leaders to launch a 
deification movement, causing the superstitious belief in the effect of indi- 
viduals to spread unchecked during the period of the 10 years of chaos. This 
circumstance, through discussion of the question of the standards for arriving 
at truth, has already changed greatly. Of course, it is not possible to over- 
look the fact that a considerable number of people to this day still have not 
completely freed themselves from the influence of a superstitious belief in the 
effect of individuals and of the notion of the "two whatevers," so that work in 
this area must continue. 


Yet another circumstance worthy of our attention at present is the fact that in 
evaluating Comrade Mao Zedong, some comrades improperly exaggerate his shortcom- 
ings and mistakes, even to the point of negating everything good about him. 
Some people cannot grasp the essentials of a problem, but only look at super- 
ficial phenomena, and then indulge in simple analogies and make rash evaluations. 
For example, some people label Comrade Mao Zedong's later period as the same as 
Plekhanov's. This is extremely inappropriate. Plekhanov was a forerunner of 
the Russian proletarian revolution who made great achievements with regard to 
disseminating Marxism. Afterward, however, he became a Menshevik, opposed the 
October Revolution, and betrayed Marxism. Comrade Mao Zedong was fundamentally 
different from Plekhanov. Mao was a great Marxist theoretician and also a 
great proletarian revolutionary and strategist. The leading part of Comrade 
Mao Zedong's life was quite correct, and even though in his later period he 
made serious mistakes, nevertheless, objectively, he still wanted to make the 
revolution progress and, moreover, there were still many accurate insights that 
glistened with the brilliance of Marxism, an’ sere is no way that this can be 
likened to Plekhanov's later period. Some - ole are fond of going to extremes; 
either they approve everything or negate everything and are lacking in the 
analytical method of dialectics. Our view is that Comrade Mao Zedong was a 

man and not a god, and that to worship him as a god and uncritically approve 
everything h2 did is erroneous. However, the nihilistic attitude of exagger- 
ating his mistakes and even denying everything good about him is also 

extremely harmful. 


The causes behind such various kinds of inability to evaluate Comrade Mao 
Zedong correctly are many and varied. One important cause is that some peo- 
ple cannot apply the viewpoint of historical materialism to observe and 
analyze problems. In particular, among many young people there is a lack of 
proper understanding of our country's history and of how the old China met its 
end and the new China came to be born, there is a lack of a deep comprehension 
of how we came to rise up and achieve liberation, becoming the masters of our 
own fate, while at the same time the negativism and lack of self-confidence 
that they themselves feel is considerable. For this reason, at a time when 
all kinds of new ideological currents are appearing in society, they are not 
able to distinguish clearly among them, and it is all too easy to run along 
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with other people. These young people generally are without any bias. They 
need only continue patiently with their education and they will gradually be 
able to overcome their political immaturity, learn to apply the scientific 
attitude of historical materialism, and make a correct evaluation of Comrade 
Mao Zedong. 


Yet another cause of the inability to evaluate Comrade Mao Zedong correctly 

is the fact that some people cherish individual grievances and are inclined 

to be swayed by their personal feelings. These comrades were attacked and 
harmed in past political movements, especially in the "Cultural Revolution"; 
their experience of the various problems and mistakes has been extensive and 
serious, and they are not dispassionate enough to evaluate the achievements 

and mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong. Surely, there is an aspect to their atti- 
tude that is understandable, but we revolutionaries in considering problems 
must look at things from the point of view of the situation as a whole and 

from the point of view of what will be of the greatest benefit to socialism; 

we cannot allow ourselves to be swayed by our personal feelings. In this re- 
gard, a great many of the older generation of revolutionaries are worthy of 

our emulation. They made a great contribution to the cause of the revolution, 
and yet were mistakenly attacked, and suffered a great deal. Nevertheless with 
a feeling of equanimity, proceeding from the basis of the fundamental advantage 
of the party and the state, upholding the scientific attitude of historical 
materialism, in a manner of seeking truth from facts, they have objectively 

and fairly evaluated Comrade Mao Zedong, displaying the broadminded magnanimity 
of proletarian revolutionaries. 


Making an objective study of the entire history and the entire work of Comrade 
Mao Zedong, affirming the great contribution he made to the party and to the 
people, and studying how it is that such a great man was capable of committing 
mistakes in his later years and learning whatever lessons are to be learned 
from that--all this is extremely important for our party's leading the people 
in their continued progress and building our country into a modernized, highly 
democratic, highly civilized, strong socialist country. 


In the |} ory of our party, we have had both positive and negative experience 
with rega.. to the problem of how to deal with historical questions of the party 
and comrades who commit mistakes. The “Resolutions Concerning Certain Histori- 
cal Questions" adopted at the Seventh Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Cen- 
tral Committee held in 1945 pointed out that in dealing with historical ques- 
tions we should not place emphasis on the culpability of individual comrades, 
but on an analysis of the circumstances at the time, on the social, historical, 
and ideological causes at the time of the mistake, and put into effect a guid- 
ing policy of "punish a past mistake to prevent future mistakes, and cure the 
disease to save the patient" in order to achieve our goal of unifying the com- 
rades as well as clearing up our ideology. Also, it exhorted the comrades of 
the entire party: regarding all questions we must adopt an analytical attitude; 
we must not try to negate everything. With regard to our present summing up 

of the party's historical experience and evaluating the accomplishments and 
mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong, this still has important significance. Tic 
mistakes of Comrade Mao Zedong were the mistakes of a great revolutionar 
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in the course of struggling for the cause of the people. Some of his mistakes 
were avoidable; some were hard to avoid completely. Due to having been victor- 
ious, Comrade Mao Zedong in his later years ceased to be cautious, came less 
into contact with reality, and developed autocratic ways, and this is the 
individual aspect of the cause of his mistake. However, the fact that Comrade 
Mao Zedong committed mistakes in his later years also had deep historical and 
social causes. In a poor, backward, great country with a large population and 
a complicated situation in the course of building socialism, some mistakes were 
made due to our lack of experience. If we demand of a revolutionary that in 
the course of making revolution he cannot make any mistakes, isn't that the 
same thing as not allowing revolution in the first place!? We definitely can- 
not have a rash, hasty attitude, but must evaluate Comrade Mao Zedong in a 
respectful and cherishing frame of mind.

The Great Ideological Weapon of Unified Party Understanding 


The comrades in attendance at the conference the great historical 
significance of the issuance of the “Resolution” and discussed the 
significance of implementing its leadership.

Thirty-two Years of Great Accomplishments 


Marxism tells us that in examining history we must observe its in- 
trinsic qualities and see its main trends. The establishment of 
socialism in China was the greatest and most profound social reform 
in all of Chinese history and is the basis for all future develop- 
ments and progress in China.

Nor can 
one apply and develop the experiences of these successes. Nor can one 
correctly understand the errors in party work and truly derive lessons 
from them. We must learn how to examine problems from an overall 
perspective and not merely observe one event at a point in time.

INDEPENDENT EXERCISE OF PROCURATORIAL POWERS URGED

[Text] Part II. The Independent Exercise of Procuratoriai. Authority in 
Accordance with the Law 


Article 9 of the “Organizational Code of the People's Procurate of the People's 
Republic of China" stipulates: "The People's Procurate exercises independent 
procuratorial authority in accord with legal statute and is to be free of inter- 
ference from other executive agencies, groups or individuals." This is a basic 
principle of procuratorial work. If the procuratorial agencies cannot exercise 
their powers independently and must tolerate the influence and interference of 
others, then they cannot possible carry out their supervisory duties as called for 
in law. Of course, the independent exercise of procuratorial authority by the 
procurate must adhere to the penal code and to the penal litigation code as well as 
to the organizational code of the people's procurate. That is to say that it cannot 
neglect official duties nor abuse official powers. 


The facts make it clear that if we adhere to the law in the independent exercise 

of procuratorial authority, we will run into numerous difficulties and obstacles. 

A number of cadres lack respect for the legal system. Incidents of replacing law 
with individual pronouncements can still be found; some leading cadres steeped in 
the ideology of feudal privilege believe themselves to be above the law and when 
they run into a case in which they themselves are deeply involved, they always use 
their position and power to put pressure on the procuratorial agencies; some persons 
even go so far as to pardon criminals, being lenient and forgiving; some persons 
call for mercy and twist the law for nepotic purposes in order to get in good with 
the relatives and friends of criminal elements; there are still others who constantly 
obstruct procurators who uphold principles, even going so far as to attack them to 
seek revenge. All these terrible things are obstacles to the independent exercise 
of procuratorial authority in accordance with the law. Procuratorial agencies must 
boldly uphold principles, resist all improprieties, overcome all obstacles, serious- 
ly carry out the duties bestowed on them by the state in accordance with the law, 
and do well in their task of legal supervision. 


After 2 years of hard work the vast majority of the procurators of the entire nation 
at all levels are now basically able to independently exercise their procuratorial 
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authority. In regard tocases themselves, in those cases of arrest and indictment 
which the public security agencies send on to the procuratorial agencies, indepen- 
dent procuratorial authority has basically already been exercised. The cases of 
legal and economic investigation which are directly carried out by procuratorial 
agencies more often meet with interference and obstruction because most are cases 
involving violation of the law by cadres. There are a number of these cases in 
which the independent exercise of procuratorial authority is still not possible. 
One important reason that this situation exists is that some cadres view the 
independent exercise of procuratorial authority by people's procurates in terms of 
party leadership. They believe that the independent exercise of procuratorial 
authority necessarily entails the weakening of party leadership; if we wish to 
strengthen party leadership, then we cannot allow the independent exercise of 
procuratorial authority. Actually, this viewpoint is unfounded. Many party com- 
mittees place great importance on the establishment of procurates. And they oversee 
the earnest enforcement of the law by the people's procurates and see to it 

that they are not interfered with by other executive agencies, groups or individuals. 
This not only does not weaken party leadership of procuratorial agencies, it 
strengthens party leadership of procuratorial agencies. The reasoning here is very 
simple: the independent exercise of procuratorial authority by the people's pro- 
curates reduces the daily workloads of the party committees enabling them to better 
carry out principle and policy leadership of procuratorial work; and it is helpful 
in increasing the sense of responsibility of the procuratorial cadres which will 
help them work hard at doing a good job. More important still is that our nation's 
laws are established by organs of national authority under the 1] -adership of the 
party and on a foundation of democracy. They reflect the wil? and interests of 

the people of our entire nation and they embody in concentrated form the policies 
and views of the party. They are the final form of the party's principles and 
policies. The procuratorial agencies’ independent exercise of procuratorial 
authority and operation in strict accordance with the law actually serves to uphold 
party leadership. In order to resolutely and thoroughly implement this important 
legal principle of procuratorial agencies independently exercising procuratorial 
authority procuratorial cadres must faithfully carry out their individual duties, 
not yield to outside powers and influences, not show personal favoritism, when 
necessary put their lives on the line for their jobs, and struggle resolutely to 
protect the socialist legal system.

[Text ] Part III. Criminal Investigation 


Criminal procuratorial work is the primary method by which the procuratorial 
agencies attack our enemies, punish criminals, protect the people, and uphold the 
law. Since 1978 when stress was laid on construction work, the procuratorial 
agencies have made criminal procuratorial work their major responsibility. 


According to the laws of criminal indictment, aside from the cases handled directly 
by procuratorial agencies, most cases are to be investigated by public security 
agencies. All cases which require the use of forceful measures or arrest, and 

those in which the investigation calls for indictment or dismissal of charges, must 
be sent to the procuratorial agencies for review and approval. Procuratorial 
agencies must carry out a review of those suspects that the public security agencies 
propose to arrest and make the final decision on whether or not to arrest; in regard 
to those cases in which the public security agencies have called for indictment 

or for dismissal of charges, they must carry out a review and decided whether 
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or not to indict, and furthermore must carry out supervision by reviewing the arrest 
report and the indictment to determine if the investigative activities of the public 
security agencies were legal. The work by procuratorial agencies of reviewing 
arrest reports and indictments includes the two aspects of reviewingand determining 
the facts of the crime and accurately enforcing the law. In terms of reviewing 

and determining the facts of the crime, the procuratorial agencies must earnestly 
carry out investigative research and get ahold of precise facts and evidence. In 
terms of enforcing the law, they must net only accurately determine whether or not 
the behavior of the accused was criminal, the type of crime, the severity of the 
crime and whether or not the nature of the case has been accurately understood, but 
must also inspect the investigative activities of the public security agencies to 
see that they followed due process and did not obtain evidence illegally. If 
violations of law are discovered, they have the right to suggest remedial measures. 
Through the exercise of this authority the procuratorial agencies on the one hand 
see to it that criminal elements receive the legal punishment they deserve, and on 
the other hand can guarantee that the innocent are not subjected to persistent 
criminal investigation. 


The law stipulates that the procuratorial agencies have the right to represent the 
state in public prosecutions. This is a matter of a case which has been investi- 
gated by a public security agency and recommended for indictment and which was 
accepted and reviewed by a procuratorial agency being prosecuted in court. A 
procurator in the role of public prosecutor is sent into court to prosecute the case 
and to oversee matters to determine that the trial is conducted according to law. 
The public prosecutor appears in court, hears the reading of the indictment, 
participates in the court's ‘ jiry, states the prosecutions case, and carries out 
debate to fully expose and prove the crime and to protect the litigation rights of 
those involved. 


According the law, the procuratorial agencies have the right to oversee the 
verdicts and rulings of the people's courts and to suggest remedial measures when 
matters do not accord with the law. After the court has finished issuing its 
verdicts and rulings, if the people's procurate believes that there were mistakes 
made in determining the facts or in the application of the law, it should make its 
objections known to the court at the time of appeal, allowing the Second Hearing 
People's Court to decide the issue. When errors are discovered after the verdict 
or rulings have already been put into effect, then objections should be raised 
according to Triai Supervision Procedures. The law stipulates that such authority 
belongs only the high level people's procurates in dealing with people's courts 
at lower levels and to the Supreme People's Procurate in dealing with people's courts 
at every level. The local people's procurates at every level do not enjoy the 
authority to raise objections with the people's courts at the same level. 


According to the law, procuartorial agencies take part in the entire process of 
criminal prosecution procedures from the initial investigation (for cases handled 
directly by the procuratorial agencies) through the supervision of the investigation, 
the granting of permission to arrest, the review and indictment, the arraignment, the 
prosecution, the overseeing of the trial, to the overseeing of the verdict. This 
makes it clear that the procuratorial agencies play an important role in criminal 
prosecution procedures. In order to better perform criminal and other procuratorial 
work the procuratorial agencies must listen attentively to the masses in their work, 
do well in investigative research, and accept the supervision of the masses.

STRICT ADHERENCE TO LAWS, MAINTAINING SOCIAL ORDER STRESSED

Well, Secure Social Order"] 


[Text] Yesterday, the Tianjin municipal middle level people's court held meet- 
ings in the municipal gymnasium and Hangu District to announce the verdicts on 
six active criminals charged with seriously disturbing the social order. The 
court swiftly handed down severe sentences to the six criminals, five of whom, 
charged with committing heinous and inexcusable crimes, were immediately 
escorted to an execution ground to face a firing squad. The broad masses of 
people clapped their hands as a gesture of their approval of this court action. 


Today the people are masters of their own country. Anyone found guilty of com- 
mitting murder, robbery, rape or arson, or of setting off explosions to endanger 
the social peace, must be mercilessly suppressed. Otherwise, we would be guilty 
of being cruel to the people. 


At present, a campaign has been laun~«hed by the people in this municipality to 
study and implement the guidelines ot che Sixth Plenary Session of the llth 
Party Central Committee. Our decision to resolutely deal blows to criminals 
and to preserve the social order conforms to the guidelines of the Sixth Plenum. 
It also represents an emergency measure to ensure the realization of greater 
political stability and the further readjustment of the economy. The people 
throughout the city must be mobilized immediately to deal blows to criminals 
and to maintain social order and public security. 


In response to the people's earnest desires, our judicial organs must reso- 
lutely speed up the handling of criminal cases and mete out severe punishment 
to those charged with seriously disturbing social order, in order to turn the 
drive to deal blows to criminals into a powerful movement. To this end, the 
public security organs, procuratorates, and people's courts must bring into 
full play their role as the tools of the people's democratic dictatorship, 
closely coordinating with each other in their common struggle against crime. 
Once a crime is committed, they must take swift action to crack the case and 
bring the process of examination, indictment, and trial to a quick conclusion. 
Only in this way can we deal telling blows to the criminals, introduce panic 
into the hearts of the enemies, cheer up the masses, resolutely deflate the 
arrogance of criminals, create in the city a normal order whereby bad elements 
fear decent people and the masses, and make socialist justice prevail. 
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The masses of people constitute a genuine wall of iron and steel. No lawbreaker 
or criminal who is guilty of breaching public security can escape their surveil- 
lance. At present, plans must be worked out and steps must betaken to exten- 
sively mobilize the masses to expose and report crimes as well as bad elements 
and their wrongdoings. Special efforts must be made to expose criminals at 
large, elements who have fled to another area after committing crimes in one 
area, and fugitives who had been sentenced to hard labor or committed to reform 
and education programs. We must expose and report elements who secretly store 
weapons in their homes, criminal rings, instigators, and other lawbreakers. 

We must sow seeds of discord among the criminal rings in order to break them 

up, deal blows to their leaders and instigators, and isolate them from the rest 
of society and strive to rescue wayward youngsters. As long as the masses are 
mobilized, the criminals will appear like "rats being chased by passers-by across 
the street" and will sooner or later fall into the dragnet formed by the people. 
Political and legal affairs organs must resolutely back up those who have ex- 
posed and reported crimes, and protect their personal safety. We must commend 
public security models and activists who have daringly struggled against crimi- 
nals. Severe punishment must be meted out to those criminals who dared take 
retaliatory violent action against people who had exposed an2? reported their 
crimes. 


In the course of strengthening social order and public security, we must convey 
to lawbreakers and criminals a policy of “leniency toward those who acknowledge 
their crimes and severe punishment of those wno refuse to do so," a policy con- 
Ssistently reaffirmed by our party. Various units must formulate plans, take 
advantage of available propaganda media, and hold meetings to explain this 
policy with the aim of dividing and breaking up the criminal rings. In doing 
so, leniency must be accompanied by stern measures and stress must be laid on 
education. We must promise lenient treatment to all criminals and give them a 
chance to turn over a new leaf in their lives as soon as they decide to stop 
their criminal activities and proceed to confess frankly the crimes they have 
committed. Light penalties may be handed down to those who have distinguished 
themselves by voluntarily confessing their crimes and by exposing and reporting 
the crimes of their accomplices. Those who may be committed to a correctional 
institution or sentenced to prison terms can be acquitted; those who may be 
subjected to severe punishment can have their sentences reduced or commuted. 
However, the people will never tolerate or condone those criminals who continue 
their wrongdoings. We want to remind those parents and relatives with delin- 
quent children that if they really love their children, they must strictly 
discipline their sons and daughters and persuade them to give themselves up to 
the government and political and legal affairs organs; if they wrongly decide 
to continue to shelter and pamper their delinquent children, they may face the 
consequence of harming their children as well as themselves. We also want to 
warn those hitherto unrepentant criminals: you may be able to avoid arrest to- 
day, but you cannot avoid arrest tomorrow; wherever you go, sooner or later you 
will be brought to justice, so you had better make a swift decision now to give 
yourselves up to the authorities. 


In our society, there are some gangsters who call themselves buddies working 


hand in glove and assume that they are tyrants capable of working their will 
on a part of society. Actually they are merely fair-weather buddies and a 
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bunch of undisciplined elements. We must make thorough efforts to destroy 
such gangs and deal fatal blows to their leaders and instigators. As for their 
members who have been threatened and deluded into joining such gangs, we must 
teach them to come to their senses quickly before it is too late, to stage 
uprisings against the gangs as soon as possible, to make a break with the 
gangs, and to take the side of the people. In doing so, they will be entitled 
to lenient treatment. 


The Tianjin Municipal Public Security Bureau has reaffirmed its "Circular on 
Confiscating Weapons," stating that no one can manufacture or carry weapons 
for any reason. All those who possess weapons are urged to turn them in be- 
fore a specific date; those who refuse to do so will be forced to turn their 
weapons in. In the future, if anyone continues to manufacture, store, sell, 
or carry weapons, he will be treated as a lawbreaker no matter whether he com- 
mits a crime or not; he will be punished according to the nature of the case, 
and will be held responsible for any consequences. There are units in our 
society which produce, sell, and use knives such as hacking knives and Cuban 
knives. They are urged to establish, perfect, and strictly enforce a control 
and safeguard system for such weapons. If anyone controlling these weapons 
loses them or lets them be stolen through a dereliction of duty on his part, 
and if anyone sells them without authorization and presents them as gifts, he 
will be held responsible for any grave consequences that result from such 
action. Today, militia units seemingly face problems of storing and control- 
ling rifles and ammunition. They are urged to conduct an inventory of such 
weapons. If they find that their weapon storage houses cannot measure up to 
the regulatory standards, they must temporarily turn them over to the prefec- 
tural and county people's armed forces departments for safekeeping until their 
storage houses are repaired and remodeled. Strict measures must be taken to 
prevent the theft of rifles and ammunition. 


All units must follow uniform regulations in strengthening their internal 
security measures, and must persist in dealing blows to those who gang up in 
plotting embezzlement, speculation, and smuggling. They are required by rele- 
vant regulations to establish public security patrol teams, economic police 
force and public security commissions, and to organize the masses to prevent 
and stop criminal activities. In addition to strengthening its own security 
measures, each unit must cooperate with fraternal units in guarding against 
crime. 


An important function of this joint measure is to strengthen the education of 
wayward youngsters. Industrial and mining enterprises, government organiza- 
tions, schools, neighborhoods, and families have assumed a responsibility to 
educate these youngsters. Meanwhile, educational assistance groups composed 
of schools, neighborhoods, and police stations and other units have been formed 
with the promise of wholehearted devotion to the education, transformation, 
and salvage of these wayward youths. One of their objectives is to help them 
eliminate from their minds the worshi; of fugitive-type heroes, anarchistic 
views of freedom, and indecent pleasure-seeking concepts so that they can 
emancipate their minds from the shackles of quackery and foster a correct view 
of life that will enable them to return to the correct path. 
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We must mobilize the entire party and the people throughout the city to strive 
to strengthen this cooperative effort to control crime, and to constantly con- 
centrate on developing the "five stresses" and "four beauties" as the basis on 
which a socialist spiritual civilization will be built. At the same time, we 
must make resolute efforts to correct erroneous and ineffective methods of 
dealing with crimes, and instead take swift and decisive measures to severely 
punish all active criminals. As long as we can do so, we can certainly create 
a secure social order and provide an environment in which people can cheerfully 
and vigorously devote themselves to the development of the four modernizations!

BRIBERY, EXTORTION, OTHER UNHEALTHY PRACTICES DENOUNCED

[Text] Today, everyone in our country who wants to do business with both public 
and private enterprises has to study the "science of public relations." Because 
it is merely a negative aspect of life in our society, people have talked about 
it only jokingly. Thus far, no one has viewed it as a social phenomenon. Nor 
has anyone studied it with a scientific attitude. The following is only a brief 
account of my initial achievements in studying this new subject of interest, 
under the title: "An Initial Study of the Science of Public Relations." 


The "science of public relations" is not a branch of science dealing with the 
normal and general relationships between man and man but a special study of 
vertical and horizontal relationships between one public service official and 
another, between private citizens and public service officials, and between those 
at the top and those at the bottom who want to gang up in plotting embezzlement 
and extortion, in practicing bribery, in making personal gains at the expense of 
the public interest, and in practicing favoritism and nepotism to the point of 
breaking the laws as well as of some ways to eliminate them. Strictly speaking, 
the term "science of public relations" used here is actually a misnomer and 
should be renamed the "science of public pests." 


There was also a "science of public relations" in feudal society. But it was not 
as complicated as it is today. For example, in Chapter 4 of the "Dream of the 
Red Chamber," there was a mention of "pledges of loyalty" read aloud by an old 
caretaker official upon the arrival of his new boss, Jia Yucun [6328 7183 2625]. 
Such "pledges of loyalty" were actually key points in the "science of public 
relations" of feudal dynastics. There is also a "science of public relations" 

in capitalist society; it was analyzed in the "Communist Manifesto" this way: 
"The bourgeoisie, wherever it has got the upper hand, has put an end to all 
feudal, patriarchal, and idyllic relations. It has left no other nexus between 
man and man except naked self-interest, callous ‘cash payment.'" 


Socialism in our country has been built on a semicolonial and semifeudal 
foundation, Our party's excellent tradition suffered serious damage during the 
10 years of tyrannical rule by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." This situation 





was aggravated by shortages of various categories of material supplies, the 
existence of special privileges and the cadre life-tenure system, overconcentra- 
tion of power, and rigid control of life. The growth of interest in the "scier > 
of public relations" during this period was a concentrated expression of negati.- 
historical, social, and economic factors. Today, as in feudal society, : 
acquaintances are often sought out, and the "influence" of relatives and former 
bosses (or their special privileges) are used by people in order to “establish 
communications with," “open the door to," and "clear the way for establishing 
relations with someone in power whom they do not know. The same purpose can be 
achieved by bringing “economic laws" into play and bribing someone with gifts, 
entertainment, kickbacks, and “cash payments." These two methods are parallel 
with each other and can be used alternately by anyone to achieve his intended 
objectives. This is where the difference between our modern "science of public 
relations" and its feudal and capitalist counterparts lies. 


Now let me cite an example, as follows: 


RENMIN RIBAO on 21 October 1980 exposed the case of Yuan Peiyu [5913 1014 3768], 
former deputy director of the political department of a certain PLA regiment. 
During the Cultural Revolution, he was a military representative at the preliminary 
examination section of the Palizhuang police station and the Chaoyang public 
security subbureau. Although his position was not prominent, he planned to 
divorce his wife and marry her younger sister. In order to move her from the 
countryside and resettle her in Chaoyang District, he really had to rack his 
brains and bring his wits into full play: He first besought a middle-school 
principal to falsely certify her as a student. He then bribed the relevant 
communes of Fengxian County, Jiangsu and Zhuoxian County, Hebei with 3 tons of 
chemical fertilizer for services rendered. Finally, he secured the "special 
service" of his former subordinates at the Chaoyang public security subbureau 

to move her from the countryside to Beijing. In order to find a job for her, he 
got someone to contact the job placement department. To divorce his wife, he 
went through various channels to establish a contact with the deputy chief judge 
of the higher people's court. All told, he had to take nine steps in building up 
his personal relationships so they could divorce his wife, marry her sister, and 
move her from the countryside to Beijing. In doing so, he struck no snags. Facts 
show that Yuan Peiyu had a good mastery of the "science of public relations." A 
review of his illegal actions indicates that he knew only too well how to make 
special privileges enjoyed by cadres, feudal relationships, and the capitalist 
system of material exchanges serve his private interests. However, his thoughtful 
scheme still went bankrupt. The reason is that he was skilled only in applying 
the "science of public relations," but he forgot to take into account opposition 
from his wife, unfavorable public opinion, and the fact that judicial personnel 
always abide by the law. This tells us that there exist in our society forces 

or socialist democratic and legal systems which work together to eliminate those 
masters of the “science of public relations" as public pests. 


Judged in terms of an organized network, this "framework of public relations” 
consists of many "associated units," which in turn form an invisible multilayer 
net, at the center of which stands a central figure or a power-wielder who enjoys 
special privileges. For this reason, to eliminate this "framework of public 


relations” we must simultaneously eliminate the system of granting cadres special 
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privileges, and special privileges themselves. Without making efforts to solve, 
once and for all, the problems arising from the implementation of the system of 
granting cadres special privileges and their abuse of power, it seems impossible 
to eliminate this network composed of “associated units." 


In Shanghai, there is a man named Zhou Liqing [0719 0536 7230]. As a supply 
chief of a large machinery plant, he engaged in illegal transactions with his 
“associated consumers" (including 105 plants and leading departments of industry 
and commerce) in all provinces and municipalities (except Tibet and Xinjiang) 
throughout the country. He shipped out of his plant without authorization some 
2,400 tons of steel products, 41 motor vehicles, 96 freezers, and 33,000 sets of 
electric machinery. He traveled by plane by way of almost all scenic places or 
points of interest throughout the country. Wherever he went, he was treated like 
a VIP. On the day of his triumphant return home, he rode in a car escorted by 
four other cars. Once he went to Wuhan. Upon his arrival at Wuhan airport, he 
was met by two companies’ representatives with cars. These two “associated 
consumers" wanted him to stay as a guest of honor at their high-class guesthouses. 
He also once visited Hainan Island. Upon his departure from the island, he 
received a lot of gifts from the Hainan political and military organizatioas. 
Because the civil aviation plane carrying him from Hainan Island found itself 
overloaded because of his gifts, he had to leave behind two burlap bags of 
peanuts as gifts to his driver and others who were on hand to see him off. In his 
native place, he built a Western-style multistory home filled with nonstaple 
foods, brocade quilt covers and clothing, and other gifts worth thousands of 
yuan, all presented by others. Zhou Liqing’s success in turning that large 

plant into an enterprise serving his self-interest dates back to the days when 

he decided to present its leaders with television sets and carved furniture, 

thus marking a good beginning of his relationship with them. To make the entire 
staff under his supervision happy, he allowed them to exchange steel products 
owned by his plant for things they could not get by any other means. For 
example, steel products were used in exchange for spacious new homes or to clear 
the way for moving their children from the countryside to the cities. This 
network, with Zhou Liqing as its center, was designed to use material supplies 

as lures (including supplies from other plants which were used to serve private 
interests). This network consisted of many "associated consumers" throughout the 
country. 


The aforementioned two cases are relatively exceptional. More common are the 
smaller networks of commodity exchanges that authorize both supply and purchase 
departments to award agents with extra gifts for providing supplies which are in 
great demand or are outside state distribution plans. Among these gifts are 
consumer goods for home use, television sets, and wristwatches. Other forms of 
awards are big parties that are frequently given in honor of such agents. Such 
unhealthy practices are very popular with enterprises in major cities. If 
traveling purchasers or sales agents do not learn to master this art of bribery, 
they are bound to meet difficulties wherever they go. Zhou Liqing-type figures 
are certain to emerge as soon as their relationships expand along with their 
business. Therefore, the existence and growth of “associated consumers” will have 
a corrupting effect on the socialist economic base and will constitute a hotbed 
for breeding violators of law and discipline and extorters devoted to enhancing 
their private interests at the expense of the public interest. 
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This criminal activity has something to do with the moral quality of its culprits 
and with social and economic conditions. This means that in times of serious 
material shortages--which force the authorities concerned to tighten the control 
of commodity circulation--arrangements will be made to ship all goods outside 
public accounts (actually, materials which have been transferred from public to 
private accounts) through channels in order to beneift those “associated 
consumers." In the future, it is expected that this practice of currying favor 
with “associated consumers" may undergo changes when enterprises are delegated 
greater power of self-determination and new measures to encourage competition 
are put into effect. However, if no fundamental efforts are made to crush these 
networks, large and small, the enforcement of these new measures may also prove 
ineffective in changing this situation and in preventing the growth of the trend 
to bribe "middlemen" with gifts and cash payments. 


The “science of public relations" is useful as a method for fulfilling certain 
forms of economic exchange. Armed with this branch of science, a leader can use 
his political privileges to open a line of communication between those at the 

top and those at the bottom, or as a door to illegal dealings so that he can 
realize what he desires. More often than not, such privileges are used to get his 
children to pass certain examinations by cheating. He can also mobilize 
acquaintances to allow his sons or daughters to go abroad, to move his or her 
residence from one place to another, to transfer educated youths settled in 
brigades upward, and or to promote cadres and recruit workers in violations of 
relevant regulations. He can shelter his delinquent sons and daughters from the 
law and entertain outsiders by showing movies intended for internal circulation. 
Even applications for bank loans, requests for inspection of certain completed 
projects, examination of new products and determination of their prices, requests 
for allocation of new homes, and the official business of inviting superiors 

to inspect security measures and the quality of work call for giving parties and 
gifts as part of the public relations program. As distinguished from the 
previously mentioned material exchanges of mutual benefit, which emphasize 
horizontal relationships in a network, the reference to "associated units" 
emphasizes vertical relationships in a network. In other words, the under- 
privileged can ask the privileged to do them favors or give a green light, or as 
for special and exceptional care. In such relationships, those at the top 

can always take something in without giving anything in return. What they are 

to do is to stamp their chop on a paper without any sense of guilt. In other 
words, they can trade principles for material benefits. 


Parties featuring excessive eating and drinking and “inviting guests to feasts" 
have become popular entertainment throughout the country and an especially valid 
device catering to our national tastes that can be used to “draw people into 
breaking the law." Our forefathers followed a tradition of entertaining the 

god of the kitchen with sweets once a year in hopes of keeping his mouth shut or 
getting him to "say something nice upon his ascent to Heaven." In our country 
there is another popular saying: "Gifts will have a binding effect on the hands 
of their recipients; food provided by others can keep the eaters’ mouths shut." 
After gulping down a few drinks, a powerful superior is certainly willing to 

say something nice about his host or even go so far as to commit perjury and cheat 
those at the top and deceive those at the bottom, without giving a thought to 
the national interests or the party's "guiding principles." 
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We have used the phrase “strive to pluck the feathers from migrating wild geese" 
to describe those greedy and corrupt officials. However, I must add the following 
two footnotes to this phrase: 1) This popular phrase “strive to pluck the 
feathers from migrating wild geese" refers more often than not to traveling 
enterprise agents willing to dispense gifts. 2) Gifts so dispensed do not come 
from the dispensers themselves but from the people. These gifts are dispensed 

at the expense of the public interest. They come from the people's pockets, just 
as all wool originates from sheep. Only those gifts that are used to bribe rural 
commune heads into approving the transfer of their sons and daughters from 
brigades to higher government organizations and to bribe managers of housing 
projects into approving their requests for new homes come from their own pockets. 


In this connection, the authoritative instruction "Those who do not engage in 
backdoor dealings are not necessarily decent; those who do so are not necessarily 
indecent" must be repudiated, because it has been viewed by some people as a 
basis for legalizing “backdoor dealings." Actually, this remark by Chairman Mao 
refers only to the recommendation of worker-peasant-soldier students for 
admission to college. He made this remark in response to a report that some 
of them had entered college by means of backdoor dealings. On this occasion, 
Chairman Mao said that they could not be called bad elements even if they 
entered college through backdoor dealings. I feel that this remark was not an 
overall evaluation of backdoor dealings. This is why he could not touch on 
their detrimental effect. At any rate, this incomplete remark has been 
misconstrued by some people as an indication that Chairman Mao dic not oppose 
backdoor dealings. 


During the 17 years prior to the Cultural Revolution, the term “backdoor dealings" 
was unheard of. It gained wide popularity, however, during the 10 years of 
catastrophe. Particularly noteworthy is the fact that "backdoor dealings" became 
a national fad by the time educated youths were resettled in the countryside 
while their parents wanted to exhaust every means to bring them back, including 
bribing authorities in charge of their resettlement with gifts. 


The study of the "science of public relations" as a public pest has led us to draw 
this correct conclusion: Backdoor dealings have had a serious adverse impact on 
our party's prestige and a corrupting effect on our party's cadres. We must 
resolutely expose and eliminate backdoor dealings as an unhealthy trend which 

has led the masses to abandon the varty. We must handle faits accomplis resulting 
from backdoor dealings on a case-b;-case basis and on the basis of an evaluation 
of their consequences and their impact on society. 


The "science of public relations" is a branch of science touching on sociology, 
economics, folklore, and ethics. This scientific study of the "science of public 
relations" is conducted with the aim of eliminating its existence. This effort 
to eliminate this public pest may not work in a matter of a few days through the 
proclamation of a simple decree, however, because it has become deep-rooted and 
endemic, affecting all aspects of life. I am afraid that eliminating it once 

and for all may call for many years of hard work and endless hard struggle. 


Overt acts of extortion, embezzlement, and bribery were supposed to be an 
incurable disease in the old society. The fact that this kind of "public pest" 
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still exists today in our country after 30 years of socialist revolution is a 
shame on the Communist Party and a stigma on socialism. However, the socialist 
system is in no way the same as the system in old China. We must fully apply 
socialist democrary, the legal system, and the strong pressure of public opinion 
to cleanse this dirt from our bodies as quickly as possible. I believe that 
this dark side of our society can be eliminated.

STEPS IN MODERNIZING SCIENCE, TECHNOLOGY OUTLINED

[Text] The modernization of industry, agriculture, and national defense has to be 
realized through modernization of science and technology, which takes the lead in 
the four modernizations. That we have to achieve modernization of science and 
technology is an indication that our science and technology are backward. Generally 
speaking, our science and technology are 30 years behind the West. There are many 
reasons for this backwardness. For one thing, while culture was comparatively 
developed and there were some important inventions and creations in China in the 
past, no stress was laid on the development of science. Modern science, which has 
a history of only 300 years in the West, counting from the time of Galileo and New- 
ton, takes a scientific approach to the laws of nature. The scientific approsch 
includes observation, experimentation, and theoretical generalization. Measured 

by this criterion, the development of science in our country is slow. While there 
was a turn in events after liberation, unfortunately we did not attach importance 
to science over the past 20 years and more--particularly during the Great Cultural 
Revolution. Scientists overseas take the view that China's approach to the de- 
velopment of science is pragmatist and is devoid of basic research. The so-called 
pragmatist approach means "studying what is urgently needed" "so as to get instant 
results," in Lin Biao's words. This Western opinion warrants our examination. 


Without basic research, modernization of science and technology will come to naught. 
What is basic research? There was a controversy over this question in the past; 
later, the consensus that was arrived at called for separating basic research from 
applied research and engineering technology. Basic research is aimed at knowing 
nature, and applied research and engineering technology at transforming nature. 
Transformation of nature should rest on the foundation of knowledge of nature. 
Without the guidance of theory, transformation of nature is blind practice. Speak- 
ing of basic research, people often misconstrue it as basic theory. Actually, 

basic research includes not only basic theory but basic experiments as well. 
Catching up with the advanced world level refers to two aspects: theory and experi- 
ments. It is comparatively easy for the Chinese people, who are intelligent and 
talented, to catch up in the field of theory but comparatively difficult for them 

to catch up in the field of experiments. The level of experiments is closely related 
to the technological level of a country. It is estimated that it will take 20 to 30 
years for us to catch up in the field of experiments. Besides, there are financial 
difficulties involved. 





Some people divide basic science into six major branches: mathematics, physics; 
chemistry, astronomy, geology, and biology. My view is to leave out mathematics. 
Mathematics is the tool of science. Western scientists regard it as half philosophy 
and half science. The remaining five branches--physics, chemistry, astronomy, 
geology, and biology--should fall into the category of physical science. Engels’ 
definition of chemistry more than a hundred years ago is outdated. He took the view 
that what lies outside the field of atoms and molecules is physics and what lies 
within the field of atoms and molecules is chemistry. Today, we find that not only 
what lies within the field of atoms and molecules but also what lies within the 
field of atomic nucleus is physics. Chemistry is not physics but is included in 
the physical sciences. Apart from this, we have astronomy, geology, and biology. 
Oldtime astronomy, geology, and biology are descriptive. Modern astronomy, geology, 
and biology are astrophysics, geophysics, and biophysics. These three branches of 
physics with prefixes are in the category of the physical sciences! Another view 
of mine is involved, here. In an article that appeared in LIXUE XUEBAO [MECHANICS 
JOURNAL], I advanced the idea that mechanics is the foundation of physical science. 
There was a controversy over this point. Comrade Quian Xuesen [6929 1331 2773] re- 
garded mechanics as an engineering technology, while I regarded mechanics as a basic 
science. Later, the question was discussed at symposia of scientists inside and 
outside the academy; at the national mechanics planning conference held in 1978, 
Comrade Zhou Peiyuan ,0719 1014 3293] amnounced that natural science includes seven 
basic disciplines: mechanics, mathematics, physics, chemistry, astronomy, geology, 
and biology. Let me illustrate this with an analogy. Physical science is like a 
beam over which bloom five golden flowers--physics, chemistry, astronomy, geology, 
and biology--and under which stand two pillars--mathematics and mechanics. 


The modernization of science means the physical transformation of science. The 
foundation of physics is mechanics, which is the science that treats of the law of 
the basic motion of matter. The modernization of physics means the dynamic trans- 
formation of physics. Physics generally refers to power, sound, light, heat, and 
electricity. In the 19th century there appeared statistical mechanics. In the 
early 20th century, quantum mechanics and relative mechanics appeared. The physics 
of the 20th century moves forward through quantum mechanics end relative mechanics. 
The modernization of physics is realized through the modernization of mechanics. 
Without the development of mechanics, physics cannot move forward. On the other 
hand, in the past the contingents of mechanics scientists had always remained within 
the limits of Newton's classic mechanics system. Today, the modernization of mechan- 
ics demands the physical transformation of mechanics. Kailov, a Soviet scientist 

of the 1960's, pointed out that the first half of the 20th century was the era of 
electricity, while the second half has seen the era of physics. To meet the require- 
ments of the era of physics, the physical transformation of various disciplines is 
called for and should be brought into microcosms. This should also be the case with 
mechanics. The resistance to this is not great. At the last symposium of the 
mechanics department organized by the Science «nd Technology University, I proposed 
taking the four major branches of mechanics (theoretical mechanics, electrodynamics, 
statistical mechanics, and quantum mechanics) as the basic courses of study. Some 
comrades disagreed, regarding the four major branches of mechanics as physics. It 
was only after the chemistry department, the geophysics department, and the biology 
department put forward the same proposal that comrades of the mechanics department 
accepted it. 
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The key to modernizing science and technology lies in having a modern contingent 
of scientists and technicians. As Vice Chairman Deng has pointed out, “Talent is 
hard to come by." To foster scientific persons, it is necessary to set minds free, 
to establish a good style of study, and to let the old train the middle-aged and 
the middle-aged train the young. Scholars must not scorn each other. Aged scien- 
tists in particular should be broadminded enough to let the young advance. Talented 
persons should receive greater attention than mere achievements. We should not 
confine ourselves to counting achievements without interesting ourselves in the 
growth of talented persons. How cam you expect a young chicken like a college 
graduate to lay eggs? You should let the chicken grow larger. I am in favor of 
laying stress of the training and improvement of scientific persons. To achieve 
this, it is necessary to study. I emphasized as early as 1973 that study is for 
work, is essential to work, and is work itself. 


A research office is an important avenue for training talented persons. How to run 
a research office successfully is an important question. The number of researchers 
in my basic meclranics reseurch office is 5 percent of the total in the institute. 
Their research papers published in journals in 1979 accounted for 50 percent of the 
total for the institute, and their research papers published in ZHONGGUO KEXUE made 
up 85 percent of the total for the institute. One habit of mine is to let young 
people advance freely and to encourage them to establish their reputations as 
authorities without fear. Some people do not agree with me on this point. But to 
my mind, there is nothing wrong with establishing one's reputation as an authority. 
All famous scientists are valuable assets of the country. 


Talented persons should, be trained in diverse ways. Because of the upheaval of the 
Great Cultural Revolution, conditions are not favorable in cur country for study. 
The aged have not improved, the middle-aged have not pursued advanced studies, and 
the young have not been trained. This makes it necessary to take measures. The 
young, those under 35 years of age, should be given every opportunity to study; 

some of them may be released from work for studies and for admission to college. 
Aged comrades should study, too. The well-known mechanics scientist Feng Kamen 
[7458 0595 7024] wore a hearing aid to attend lectures by his students in classrooms 
when he was 80. I am in favor of a two-step system for graduate students. Under 
this system, they will be given 2 years to improve themselves and write theses; 

some of them may be selected at a 1:5 ratio for advanced courses of study. In 
addition, in sending people abroad for training, I consider it more advisable to 
select and send graduate students or researchers, because college graduates are not 
sufficiently mature to be sent abroad. So much for the problem of higher education. 
Middle school educacion is also of great importance. Once I contemplated leaving 
the Academy of Sciences to run a middle schocl. Without middle schools as the founda- 
tion, college education .annot move forward. The key to improving the quality of 
middleschool education lie« in training and improving middle school teachers, whose 
burden should be lightened ecd who should be given an opportunity to improve then- 
selves. We should not look to material factors to the exclusion of human ones.

SCIENTIST FIGHTS OBSTACLES HINDERING HIS RESEARCH WORK

[Text] Editor's Note: The socialist modernization of our 
country is confronted with a number of problems, talented 
persons being the most prominent one. Our journal has 
started a special column-——-"Investigating and Thinking"—— 
with the aim of promoting investigation and research, 
conscientiously summing up experiences and lessons, using 
our brains, and emancipating our minds, thereby creating 
conditions for shaking off the yoke of certain traditional 
ideas and for bringing up people of talent in large numbers. 
We look forward to having our readers assist us in making 
this special colum a success. 


I> June of last year, a public lecture on the question of the applications of 
quantitative taxology was sponsored by the biophysics group of the Beijing 
Society of Physiological Science at the cinema theater in the Astronomics Hall. 
The lecturer was Xu Kexve [1776 0334 1331]. It was the first time in his life 
that he had delivered an academic report on such a grand occasion. From 2:30 
to 5 pm, before an enthusiastic audience, he freely carried on a discussion of 
quantitative taxonomy from its brief history, to its application in biotaxonomy 
and other disciplines, making a careful and detailed analysis. After the 
applause, people—among them workers in biology, agriculture, and medicine and 
researchers in physical culture-—-gathered around him. One after another they 
asked questions related to their specialties and asked him to keep in touch with 
them from then on. This gave him great encouragement and even dispelled his 


fatigue. 

This lecturer is a technician at the Pharmaceutical Products Inspection Center in 
Jindongnan Prefe , Shanxi Province. He graduated from the Department of 
Mathematics at ° 5 University in 1965. For more than 10 years he had no 


opportunity to a. . what he had studied. With the downfall of the gang of 
four, he stroke into the new domain of biomathematics. But just as he was working 
hard on scientific research plans, his wages were suspended as of January 1979. 
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He lived by borrowing and continued to tackle problems. None of the listeners 
who were interested in quantitative taxonomy suspected that this scientific 
worker was in the midst of a "financial crisis." They were astonished at the 
plight of this 4l-year-old scientific worker. First I was astonished, and then 
I sympathized with him. I could not help writing down wha: I knew about his 
situation, hoping that more and more people would pay attention to certain 
aspects of the first line of scientific research. 


Crawling Forward 


Born in Shanghai, Xu Kexue loved science from childhood and took an interest in 
nature at all times and in all places. Starting in his second year at a junior 
middle school, he began to keep ahead of the progress of classroom teaching and 
studied higher level textbooks by himself at high speed. Im his first year at 
senior middle school, he read English editions of books on mathematics and 
studied calculus very hard. Simultaneously, he kept taking a great interest in 
biology. At that time, little Kexue had no interest ir politics and merely 
“swam free style” on the surface of the ocean of knowledge. Simple and 
unaffected, he wanted to head for the other shore, where a fascinating word in 
big letters--scientist-—-was visible. 


Xu was admitted to Beijing University in 1955. Inspired by the political situa- 


tion at the time, and with the kind help of his organization, he began to realize 


that an ambitious youth should become not only a scientist but also a revolu- 
tionary. Because he was doing well and making fast progress in various fields, 
he was admitted to the CYL in 1956. After that, he was more strict with himself. 
He enthusiastically fulfilled the tasks assigned by his organization and con- 
tinued to study the same way as he had done in his middle-school years. Instead 
of forcing himself to gain better marks, he strove to learn more and studied in 
a lively way. 


In his middle-school years, Xu had kept his eyes on the controversy in the field 
of genetics. He detested Lisenko's "academic" criticism, which resorted to 


political and philosophical ideas. At a course of lectures at Beijing University's 


Biology Department in 1956, he listened to Professor Li Ruqi's [2621 3067 3825] 


academic report with reference to the Qingdao symposium on genetics. At the same 


time, he came to know from RENMIN RIBAO how genetic breeding expert Bao Wenkui 
[7637 2429 1145] had been repressed. He asked himself: How come scientific 

development is impeded and scientists are repressed? Over and over again during 
the rectification movement he studied "On the Correct Handling of Contradictions 
Among the People"--particularly the chapter on letting a hundred flowers bloom 


and a hundred schools of thought contend. He deeply felt that the development of 
science called for democracy and freedom, that the "three scourges"--subjectivisa, 
bureaucratism, and doctrinairism--corroded the revolutionary ranks and undermined 


democracy and freedom, and that the rectification was directed against the "three 
scourges.” With immense political ardor he threw himself into the rectification 
movement. When he found that problems involving the social system seemed to be 
among the subjects forbidden in debate, he wrote a big-character poster saying: 
"Our socialist system is the most magnificent ever seen in history. But under 
the socialist system there is a distinction between ‘officials’ and the people-- 
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that is, between the leaders and the led. Some leaders are unable to reflect the 
interests of the masses enthusiastically and are unable to understand objective 
circumstances comprehensively, making the breeding of the ‘three scourges' 
inevitable." 


This frank statement from the lips of an honest person was included in the 
"reactionary speeches at Beijing University." Xu Kexue, a member with only 

1 year's standing, was purged from the CYL and turned into an “antiparty, anti- 
socialist" rightist. Seven of his 29 classmates were termed rightists. In 
addition, some who were subjected to disciplinary action, though they were not 
labeled rightists, were youths in their twenties. 


Xu Kexue was sent to the Qingho Woolen Mill for labor reform. Before he actually 
strode forward toward society he began to suffer torment. Afterward, this young 
"enemy" strove for the primary goal of becoming qualified to be “one of the 
people." He repented like a devout priest and made up his mind not to returm 
home to see his parents until the label of rightist had been removed from hin. 

Xu was doing well in his work and initiated a minor technical innovation that 
greatly increased the efficiency of trimming twisted yarn. At last, the label 
of rightist was removed from him. In the course of corrective labor he had 
become acquainted with Ding Hongmo [0002 7703 2875], a party member and factory 
director cordemned as a right opportunist. Ding was blamed for opposing rash 
and reckless action in the Great Leap Forward and for advocating the application 
of science and technology to increase production efficiency. It may be said that 
the two had the same “foul” odor. They often talked about problems of science 
and technology. After he was cleared, Ding took the political risk of trans- 
ferring Xu Kexue, a rightist who had had his label removed, to his engineering 
office. Xu keenly felt the deficiency of his knowledge for this work and asked 
to return to school for study. 


Back in his classroom after an absence of 4 years, the "rightist with his label 
removed" was like someone with a tattoo on his face, and people often looked 

at him with curiosity. He felt a bit relaxed only after he had adapted himself 
to the circumstances for some time. The higher learning institutes were imple- 
menting the 60 articles, giving Xu Kexue valuable time. In addition to his 
classroom studies, he read a great number of reference books and studied the 
"Treatises on Measurement." Not long afterward, the string of class struggle 
was wound tight and once again he lived in an atmosphere of extreme inequality. 
Unable to stand straight to talk like others, he crawled on the ground to look 
for more knowledge of all sorts. If he could not take his destiny into his own 
hands, who knows what he would need one day? Yet he was not despondent. He 
maintained that life is like a picture, the beautiful or ugly appearance of 
which will depend on how one paints it with his own words and deeds. 


Infatuated With Medicinal Herbs 


After his graduation in August 1965, Xu Kexue was assigned to an intermediate 
specialized school, one of a simple and crude type, in Changzhi Municipality, 
Shanxi Province, to teach. He won praise for his hard work. As soon as the 
Great Cultural Revolution began, he was transformed into an “evil leader" 
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bearing the brunt of the revolution. Once he drew a coordinate chart in the 
press, with the arrow of the coordinate axis pointing in a direction violating 
the ban. To be sure, those people with a strong sense of smell for class 
struggle would not overlook the criticism and denunciation value of this inci- 
dent. 

Fortunately, factional struggle covered up the "enemy," and soon Xu was thrown 
out of the political vortex. Later, under the call of "study anew," he was sent 
down to the countryside to work. In the countryside, he collected specimens of 
several hundred medicinal herbs for his brigade. He conducted research on medi- 
cinal herbs, not for the sake of going with the tide but with the aim of doing 
some useful work within legal limits. He wanted to vindicate not only himself 
but also those students trained by the “old schools" over the past 17 years. 
After taking part in putting together the "Compilation of Shanxi Province's 
Medicinal Herbs," he participated in a general survey of medicinal herb resources 
in Jindongnan Prefecture. 


Thereupon he began a long-term life in the field, leaving his footprints on Heng, 
Luliang, Guangqin, and Xizhou mountains. Year in and year out, he appeared and 
disappeared in Taiyue, Taihang, and Zhongtiao mountains in Jindongnan, and asso- 
ciated with many health workers and medicinal herb peasants. He entered into 
thatched cottages that had been inhabited by poor peasants for generations. The 
backward features of the mountain villages and the hard life of ordinary peasants 
aroused his will to fight selflessly. In this way, day after day and year after 
year, eating in the wind and sleeping in the dew on high mountains, he looked for 
and collected medicinal herbs in deep forests and gullies. The localities with 
greater possibilities for new medicinal herbs were seldom visited by people and 
were inaccessible. On one occasion, Xu was perplexed when he lost his way on 
Wutai Mountain in a curtain of darkness. On another occasion, he was distressed 
when he found himself in a hopeless situation on overhanging cliffs of Yunmeng 
Mountain. Once he was terrified when he was close to wild animals in the 
ancient forests on Zhongtiao Mountain. Yet none of this deterred him from pre- 
paring to scale and cross over mountains again. The danger of becoming injured 
or disabled in a fall or harmed by wild animals never escaped him, but any sense 
of insecurity was trampled underfoot by his ardent desire for medicinal herbs. 
Once he was climbing over a locality called Yaman's Nose on a desolate path on 
Zhongtiao Mountain, when suddenly he found the tuber of elevated gastrodia 
(Gastrodia elevata), a rare medicinal herb in Shanxi Province. No one could 
imagine how excited he was; it was as if he had discovered a tiew continent. 

The joy of scientific fighters lies in this arduous exploration! 


After years of arduous struggle, with the help of some comrades he had collected 
more than 5,000 specimens in Shanxi by 1975. Basically he had found out about 
the resources of medicinal herbs in Jindongnan Prefecture, and by and large he 
had surveyed the resources of medicinal herbs in the whole province. He dis- 
covered some new varieties and cleared up certain confusions regarding local 
medicinal herbs. 


The pharmaceutical products examination center in Jindongnan Prefecture was set 
up in 1975. Xu Kexue gradually shifted his main energies from the collection of 
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medicinal herbs to preparatory work for the construction of the center. He 
busied himself with making requests for funds and placing orders for instruments 
and equipment of all sorts, from spectrometers to cement pads, and from scales 
to screws. He was busy carrying and unloading the equipment and fixing it. In 
all his activities, from compounding of solutions to biological determinations, 
from titration tests to chromaton graphic analyses, he had to consult books, 
ponder, design, and experiment. His major was mathematics, and yet he was 
called upon to concern himself with materia medica, chemistry, biology, and 
medicine, and this was very difficult for him. In particular, he was shost on 
chemical experimentation. It was on the foundation of his middle-school 
knowledge of chemistry and by dint of diligent study that he overcame difficul- 
ties one by one. Not having enough daytime, he worked by night. He took no days 
off except for the annual visit he made to his family in Shanghai. Not having 
time to mend his wornout quilt, he slept under a quilt cover. When he found no 
food available at the canteen, he boiled dumplings to eat. He threw all his 
available time into his work. In those years of arduous struggle, he busied hinm- 
self with all kinds of business fox the examination center, including final 
checks on the examination of pharmaceutical products. Goodness knows how many 
instructions were requested, how many reports were issued, and how many requests 
were made in order to expedite work, and how many rebuffs were received. Some- 
times he had to bow many times and run many rounds before a minor problem was 
solved. What did he rely upon? On young revolutionaries’ longing for scien- 
tific truth. What did he strive for? For faster progress of the socialist 
cause. He realized that even the speed of an oxcart would be better than lying 
down on socialism! In those years Xu Kexue never had a clearly defined duty, 
but he did assume responsibility of real significance. 


With the support of leading comrades concerned, the pharmaceutical products 
examination center made preparations for construction on the one hand and 
launched work and took on scientific research projects on the other. At the 
provincial conference called in February to examine pharmaceutical products, 
Xu Kexue reported on the work of the center. He received favorable comments 
and further encouragement and support from the Provincial Health Bureau. 


Xu Kexue expended his energy in watering the medicinal herb plants and let his 
sentiment for life find sustenance in medicinal herbs. But for this he got into 
inexplicable trouble. Xu was supposed to compile a catalog of the medicinal 
herb plant seeds collected each year and set up exchange relations with more 
than 40 units in the country. The seed catalogs were typed or copied in Latin, 
and each item was numbered by the unit. Once, the Guangdong Botanical Garden 
sent the unit an official letter requesting seeds according to the serial num- 
bers. Unexpectedly, someone suspected that this was a political matter. When 
wages were assessed and determined at the end of 1977, someone suddenly launched 
an attack on Xu Kexue. Though his wages eventually were adjusted, the incident 
did dampen popular morale. Comrades, who paid no attention to studies, took 
ignorance as the political sense of smell. It seems that ‘ntellectuals are 
destined to swallow this bitter fruit for no reason at all. ‘indeed, the learned 
are hated by the ignorant, and nobody krows when tiie blind will see light. 
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Indulging in the Wildest Fantasy 


Xu Kexue dug into each line he took up, but he kept thinking about his own line-- 
mathematics, a discipline in which the party and people had made a great invest- 
ment to help him study diligently, and a discipline he had loved since child- 
hood. Yet, after he left school, nobody brought his strongpoint into play. 


The volume of work involved in the general survey of medicinal herb resources 
increased day by day as more and more basic data were accumulated. Many prob- 
lems cropped up that could not easily be solved or could not be solved at all 
by the classic method of classification. The work ahead demanded that he must 
find greater, faster, better, and more economical methods. He remembered what 
Ju Weiye [1446 4850 0673] had said in a book he had read in middle school. The 
gist of what he said was something like this: Give me a piece of bone, and I 
will restore the entire original shape of the animal. Can ome who engages in 
plant classification rely on a plant leaf to restore the original shape of the 
plant? Keeping his eyes open here and there, and racking his brains, he con- 
sidered it possible to use mathematical methods to draw this information from 
the green world. 


He told plant classification experts what was on his mind. The reactions were 
support in some cases, doubt in others, and derision in still others--derision 
that he was indulging in the wildest fantasy. Encouraged by those who backed 
him, he made up his mind to go ahead. At the same time he was collecting a 
large amount of data on plant taxology, he was pondering how to apply mathe- 
matical methods. It was the spring of 1977. Associate Professor Yang Jike 
[2799 4764 3784], a well-k°own biomathematician in our country, said this: 
"What Xu Kexue wants to ta. up is quantitative taxology, which is making fast 
progress abroad but is still nonexistent in our country. Xu has a deep founda- 
tion in mathematics and years of practical experience in taxology. A talented 
person such as he is seldom found. For the sake of developing taxology at a 
great rate, I would willingly serve as his drumbeater." 


Xu Kexue asked some people to borrow two books from Beijing. Like a famished 
baby, he greedily threw himself into the two books, studying them very hard page 
by page and digesting them paragraph by paragraph. He discovered that certain 
fragmentary ideas in his mind had already become a system abroad, and that 

other people had already done what he must expend great energy to do. He found 
that the problem now was not to adhere to his original ideas but to race over 
the position already opened by others and find a new starting point. 


It was the end of the year and the eve of the national science conference. 
Science was in vogue then. Xu Kexue reported to his leading body his proposal 
to develop quantitative taxology and received encouragement. With the support 
of competent departments, he established cooperative relations with the Bio- 
physics Research Institute of the Academy of Science and other units. In 
September he came to Beijing to look up documents and data and to acquaint him- 
self with the technique of using electronic computers. 
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In nearly a year of arduous struggle, Xu Kexue looked up more than 150 documents. 
He got a rough idea of the development of taxology and the method of taxology 
abroad, wrote a summary, made many academic reports, and contributed articles to 
the press giving an account of the progress of this discipline. Im the process 
he cooperated with the researchers on the Academy of Science's committee for 
comprehensive survey of natural resources, and applied the method of group 
analysis to ecological research, offering new methods and providing a new basis 
for expanding the areas of fine-wool sheep development in our country's Northwest 
region. 


Determined To Climb Ahead 


Viewed from the history of science, launching research activities along the path 
of spontaneous development of the scientific thinking of science workers is pre- 
cisely an important feature of scientific labor. Setting state planning abso- 
lutely against scientists' freedom of research, and showing no respect for the 
spirit of free exploration in scientific work, have placed the scientific cause 
of our country *- an extremely unfavorable position. It looks like our country 
has to trave . long way before it can really learn some lessons. 


After the downfall of the gang of four, Xu Kexue told one of his comrades his 
idea for applying mathematical methods to plant taxonomy. Before long, a long- 
distance telephone call transferred him back from Zhongtiao Mountain, and he was 
severely criticized for "being out of line." It took a lot of talking to clear 
up the matter. An atmosphere [favorable to] science was getting stronger and 
stronger after the downfall of the gang of four. Xu Kexue thought he could now 
straighten his stooped body. Quantitative taxonomy was brought into the unit's 
scientific planning. In the name of the Pharmaceutical Products Inspection 
Center he formed a biomathematics cooperation group. 


As a new discipline, quantitative taxonomy is still in the stage of initial 
establishment and development domestically. If we want to catch up and overtake 
others in such circumstances, it is of course necessary, first of all, to know 
of the progress being made abroad, to acquire all available data, to keep track 
of the developments and tendencies of this discipline, and to gradually launch 
research into theory and application in light of our needs and possibilities. 
This work is by no means as simple as preparing a cup of tea in our office, nor 
is it as light as looking at a television screen; still less is it as awe- 
inspiring as reprimanding one's subordinates. What is needed is time, knowledge, 
and willpower. What Xu Kexue lacks is, first of all, time. When going to work, 
many people in a number of units are careless and casual, idling away their time. 
They may take several months’ leave to visit their relatives, and their leaders 
do not want to question them about it--nor do they know how to question then. 

But when Xu Kexue wanted to go to Beijing (none of the data he needed was avail- 
able in Changzhi) so as to race against time, disturbances arose repeatedly. 

Xu insisted that in order to launch the work of quantitative taxology according 
to plan, it would be imperative to go to Beijing to look up documents. The lead- 
ing body of the health bureau, however, maintained that those engaged in scien- 
tific research must not leave their units for long periods. Xu then consulted 
the basic-level leading body and left Changzhi, bringing with him a reference 
saying he was carrying out an assignment. 
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After 2 months in Beijing, Xu Kexue received a letter from his unit asking him 
to come back at once. It was clear to him that if he went back then, the scien- 
tific research plan for quantitative taxonomy would go up in smoke. He wrote to 
the responsible person of his unit, giving his reasons for not being able to 
come back for the time being. He made the best use of his time in his work and, 
except for the time necessary for eating and sleeping, he made no distinction 
between office hours and off-duty hours. His sister asked him to dinner at her 
home, but he did not want to [accept] because it would take longer than eating 
at his canteen. His wife, living in Shanghai, asked him to come home to help 
her move to a new shelter, because she had only disabled elders and two children 
with her. But he did not go home. All this was for the sake of racing against 
time. 


But the Pharmaceutical Products Inspection Center suspended his wages in January 
1979 and would not allow food coupons to be sent to hin. 


Xu Kexue began to live by borrowing, and he rearranged his everyday life and the 
expenses necessary for performing official duties. To save 5 cents of the fare 
when he went to the Astronomics Hall to make his academic report, he took the bus 
from Zhongguancun to Baishiqiao and then got off the bus and walked to the 
Astronomics Hall. Generally speaking, he stopped going from Zhongguancun to the 
Information Research Institute at Hopingli because the journey would cost addi- 
tional bus fare. He could not afford to pay for carbon copies of the necessary 
data. He copied it by himself and traced charts and tables, using cellophane 
paper. To trace thin lines at half-millimeter spacing and small and closely 
written characters would of course expend much more time and energy. He had no 
money to send home, and his wife with her low wages carried a heavy burden. 
Their difficulties are better left to the imagination. 


Despite the heavy pressure, Xu Kexue kept advancing. 


Xu Kexue was invited to a symposium on "the future of biology" in August. When 
he returned to Changzhi to await approval, he found a red light. 


What to do? Some well-intentioned comrades advised Xu to keep talking to the 
bureau director, and he did want to try. He thought to himself: It takes time 
to keep talking, but this produces neither material fruit nor spiritual fruit. 
How much of our valuable time has already been thus wasted? I am over 40 and 
have not much time to keep talking. Then, stamping his foot, he took a train 
to the meeting. 


The leading body of the bureau affirmed Xu Kexue's past achievements but did not 
understand the feelings of a scientific fighter who had made up his mind to climb 
at the sight of the pinnacle of science. In their eyes, Xu, who was long absent 
without approval, had flouted organization and discipline and must be dealt with 
severely. In his own eyes, Xu had acted according to the scientific research 
plan. He went all out to fill a void in the domain of science, which was 
irreproachable. To achieve this, he would not hesitate to pay some price for 
racing against time. Evidently, the difference between the two aspects of 


contradictions brought to light some irrationalities in the existing cadre 
system. 
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Nevertheless, this comrade bureau director was an enlightened person. He indi- 
cated that Xu could apply for a transfer. 


If he were released from one place, where would he be employed? Some relevant 
research institutes of the Academy of Science had great need of experts in bio- 
mathematics, and comrades who had worked with Xu strongly recommended him to 
some institutes. But for various reasons, nothing happened. The troubles left 
over from the past had built a high wall between the urgency of state needs and 
the possibility of solving the problem. How difficult! 


At that juncture, a certain unit expressed an intention to employ Xu Kexue but 
required him to make a written pledge agreeing that for 2 years he would not be 
permitted to bring up the question of himself and his wife remaining in separate 
localities. 


Xu's wife and children live in Shanghai, and his parents, who are old and have no 
children with them, also live in Shanghai. Had he wanted to solve the problem of 
husband and wife living in separate localities, he would have done something long 
ago to get a transfer to Shanghai. He never made such a request. As far as he 
was concerned, where he should be transferred should depend on whether he would 
be able to pursue his research in biomathematics. But comrades of the unit in 
question emphasized that Xu Kexue was to pursue research in taxology, not bio- 
mathematics. What to do? His own unit had cut off his supplies, the door of 

the Academy of Science was closed to him, and the unit in question had laid down 
an additional condition. Still, he thought the said unit would be the best for 
him, because by working with that unit he would be able to carry on his work. He 
placed his hopes on nighttime and on Sundays when libraries remained open. 

Thus, he wrote the pledge. 


Our country is originally poor and empty and short of talented persons, particu- 
larly after the mopping-up operations of the 10-year Cultural Revolution. 
Talented persons are now a topic that is often on people's lips. Om the one 
hand, we have juvenile classes for quick breeding and “hastening growth." On 

the other hand, we have people over 40 who are doing a crash job to learn their 
ABC's and going abroad. While these measures are necessary to meet urgent needs 
or ones that have to be taken, nevertheless, judging from the pressing needs at 
present, the measures represent not only distant water that cannot quench present 
thirst but also a cup of water used to put out a burning cartload of fagots. We 
might as well look around further. Domestic "wild fruits" are found here and 
there after 30 years of efforts to sow but not reap. Why don't we pick them up? 
A large group of people like Xu Kexue have had their shining period of youth; 
over and over again, college graduates are being selected by new China. Although 
a considerable period of their greatest vitality has already been wasted, many of 
them are still ambitious and capable of making more contributions to the four 
modernizations. They are willing to dedicate their utmost to the cause of 
science, which also needs them. Why can't our superior socialist system make 

the best choice in its own interests? 


Before the proofs were read and corrected, the comrade director of the Jindongnan 
Prefecture Health Bureau told the reporter of this journal when he visited the 
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bureau: Provided the state has needs, I am prepared to provide talented persons. 
Pending concrete arrangements, the units in question may consult each other and 
arrange for Xu's transfer. At present, Xu Kexue is throwing himself into a sort 
of computer program application of a method of classified analysis. With heroic 
determination he looks forward to the future of biomathematics. With our blessing, 


we hope he will be contributing his due part to the development of biomathematics 
in our country.

NATURAL DIALECTICS MUST SERVE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY

[Text] The vitality of natural dialectics depends mainly on its adaptation to 
the practical needs of scientific and technological development. In other 
words, it must produce the effect of serving the four modernizations, espe- 
cially the modernization of science and technology. In the past 3 years, we 
made some effort in teaching and academic research. However, our work is 

still in the stage of developing and probing, and many problems still exist. 
Judging from the historical mission to be truly achieved by natural dialectics 
and starting from the requirement of continuously advancing natural dialectic 
work, we must look fully and squarely at the flaws in our work and soberly 
recognize the tremendous difficulties confronting us. Currently, some people 
in scientific and technical work are striving to learn and employ natural dia- 
lectics, but a considerable number of them remains indifferent and uninterested, 
and a small minority even feels hostile. If we underestimate the intensity and 
gravity of the problem and fail to conscientiously analyze the reasons and 
adopt concrete measures to improve our work, if our natural dialectics produces 
no practical beneficial effect on the development of science and technology 
over an extended period of time and failsto win the trust and support of more 
scientific and technical workers, just how valuable is our work becomes indeed 
doubtful. 


Why are the scientific and technical workers indifferent toward our natural 
dialectic work? The problem is that what they need is the natural dialectics 
which is deeply entrenched in the scientific and technical reality and rich in 
philosophical theories and which brings enlightenment in viewpoint and method 
to the solution of scientific and technical problems. Yet, a big gap exists 
between the work now performed by us and this need. 
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The current task is to strive to close this gap. For this reason, we feel that 
we must concretely analyze and correctly handle the following relationships in 
natural dialectic work. 


The first is the relationship between the development of natural dialectics and 
the practical needs of science and technology. As a developing subject, how 
to build and perfect the natural dialectic theories themselves is naturally 
necessary and important, and the teaching of natural dialectics requires a 
relatively suitable academic system. The problem is that the development of 
an academic subject may be accomplished by two methods: One is to place the 
emphasis of work on the interpretation and explanation of relevant classic 
works, compile lectures from the existing documentary data, or make programma- 
tic studies of the general nature, contents and structure of the subject, 
without giving much attention to answering the problems posed by the develop- 
ment of modern science and technology. The other is to devote more energy to 
the understanding and study of the practical conditions of science and tech- 
nology, penetrate the scientific and technical workers and management work, 
explore and solve, together with them, the problems in the philosophy of na- 
ture, philosophy of science and methodology encountered in practical work, 
help them master and employ the general laws of nature and of scientific 
and technological development, and reenforce and develop the contents of 
natural dialectics on this foundation. The former was inevitable in the past 
several years, but it must not continue this way. Evolving around the subject 
itself will not necessarily benefit its development. 


Now is the time to shift the emphasis of natural dialectic work to the direc- 
tion of starting from the reality of science and technology and serving their 
modernization. We should, for instance, study the history of scientific and 
technological modernization of foreign countries, the scientific and techno- 
logical revolution since the 20th century, the successes and failures of China's 
major scientific and technological programs in the past 30 years and the rea- 
sons for the successes and failures and, in the contrast between domestic and 
foreign experiential lessons, understand the laws, structures, characteristics 
and tendencies of scientific and technological development, thereby supplying 
references for determining the scientific and technological strategies in the 
future. It will be much more useful than abstract discussions. 


When we advocate penetrating the reality of science and technology, it appears 
that we are not placing natural dialectics in an important position, but 
actually it is not so. Natural dialectics emerged in the integration of the 
Marxist philosophy and natural science, and it can only continue to grow in 
such integration, while the foundation of the integration is the reality of 
science and technology. We must not only verbally discuss integration, but 
must recognize it in understanding, truly practice it and strive to make 
natural dialectics useful to scientific and technological development. By so 
doing, the subject itself will have a broad future. 


The next is the relationship between guidance and service. The basic point of 
our work is the firm belief that the Marxist philosophy, by means of natural 
dialectics, the intermediate link, will guide scientific and technological 
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development more successfully. Failing to mention guidance will make us aban- 
don the functions of natural dialectics. At the same time, we must not stop 
at guidance, but must solve the problems of how to guide, what to rely on to 
guide and how to make the scientific and technical workers recognize the 
guidance. The Marxist philosophy occupies a special position in our country, 
and it absolutely is not equivalent to a police baton directing the scientific 
and technical workers where to do and where not to go, nor a philosophical 
judge declaring which scientific and technical results ire idealism or meta- 
physics. To guide, one must serve, and the guiding effect of the Marxist phi- 
losophy can only be achieved by means of natural dialectics serving the deve- 
lopment of science and technology. 


We must serve the scientific and technical workers, make friends with then, 
understand their needs in scientific research, and help them,in viewpoint and 
method, solve the problems encountered by them. Actually, among the scienti- 
fic and technical workers, it is not that there are no problems requiring ana- 
lyzing and solving by means of dialectic thinking, but that they do not, or 
seldom, receive help from the natural dialectic workers. We must strive to 
change this situation, humbly learn from them, summarize, together with then, 
the experiences in scientific research, and discuss with them the methodology 
of scientific research, so that they will feel that natural dialectics is use- 
ful in helping them determine the direction accurately, widen the field of 
vision and enlighten the mind. Natural dialectics cannot replace concrete 
scientific research, but our work should at least provide some ideological 
enlightenment in scientific and technological exploration. It will contribute 
to developing the guiding effect of the Marxist philosophy. Not only serving 
the scientific and technical workers in their work and helping them to be 
courageous in creating and skillful in thinking, but we must also speak for 
them. We must theoretically explain the position and role of the scientists 
and technicians in social progress, the labor characteristics of scientific 
research and the relations between man and things in scientific activities, 
thereby enabling them to develop their ability and wisdom more fully. If we 
fail to perform all such service work and feel unconcerned over their well- 
being, the guiding effect will become an empty phrase. 


Our natural dialectic work must also serve the scientific and technical manage- 
ment cadres. The comrades in scientific and technical management work urgently 
need to clarify the structures of modern science and technology, master the 
strategy and tactics of their development, formulate the best plans for the 
prompt realization of their modernization and fully develop their potentials. 
Here, many problems require the joint effort of the natural dialectic workers 
and the scientific and technical management cadres. If we fail to conscien- 
tiously analyze the problems confronting the scientific and technical manage- 
ment cadres, but blame certain cadres for failing to manage science according 
to the scientific laws, we will be delinquent in our duties and fail to make 
natural dialectics produce a guiding effect on scientific and technical manage- 
ment. 


The third is the relationship between science and technology as the "target" 
and philosophy as the "arrow." To start from the reality of science and 
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technology, serve their progress and produce a guiding effect on their develop- 
ment, natural dialectic workers must learn science and technology. The Marxist 
philosophy as the “arrow” must aim accurately at science and technology as the 
“target.” To shoot the arrow at the target, we must first know the "target." 
If those pursuing natural dialectics remain ignorant of scientific and tech- 
nical problems and speak little common language with the scientific and tech- 
nical workers, they will not be able to either render service or discuss 
guidance. 


Not only knowing the “target,” but we must also have the “arrow.” The philo- 
sophical training of the natural dialectic workers should not be too inferior, 
for otherwise they will not be able to perform their work successfully. As 
shown by practice, the main reason that some scientific and technical workers 
wish to make friends with us and form alliances is not because we also have 
some of their professional knowledge, and even less because we have more profes- 
sional knowledge than they do, but because we more or less possess some strong 
points in philosophical theories which can give them ideological enlightenment 
unavailable in the realm of their professions. They are not interested in 
treatises containing only abstract philosophical phrases, without analyzing 
the practical scientific and technical problems, and nor do they welcome 
natural dialectic lectures and articles enumerating scientific and technical 
data without philosophical enlightenment. Nevertheless, our natural dialectic 
work in providing vivid and profound philosophical theories is too inferior. 
We must raise our philoscphical level and increase our ability in theoretical 
thinking. Conscientiously studying Hegel's philosophical works and learning 
Lenin's "Philosophical Notes," for instance, are extremely important to natural 
dialectic work. If we give attention only to remedying our lack of scientific 
knowledge, while overlooking the advantages of developing philosophical theo- 
ries, and consciously or unconsciously feel that traditional philosophy is 
useless to natural dialectics, we will be just as one-sided. 


Finally, it is the relationship between upholding the basic truths of the 
Marxist philosophy and developing it in natural dialectic work. We must deve- 
lop before we can uphold. It will be hard for an immutable philosophical 
“arrow” to hit the scientific “target” developing in leaps and founds. In the 
past one hundred years, especially since this century, science and technology 
have been changing with each passing day, yet we have performed very little 
work and pruduced very little result in making philosophical summations of the 
newest scientific and technological achievements. Much of the material in 
classic natural dialectic works has to be brought up to date, and some of the 
theses require substantiation or revision. Modern natural science has made a 
new challenge to philosophy, demanding an answer. We who pursue natural dia- 
lectics must undertake the task of enriching and developing the Marxist philo- 
sophy. It will be wrong if we only complain that philosophy lags behind modern 
science, feel that the paucity of philosophy indicates the uselessness of the 
philosophers, and ask the philosophers for new philosophical theories in 
natural dialectic work. Summarizing the new progresses of modern science and 
technology and developing the Marxist philosophy are primarily the affairs of 
the natural dialectic workers. 
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To enrich and develop natural dialectics, we must emancipate our thinking and 
have the courage to innovate. People do not find it strange that any branch 
of natural science is continuously abandoning old theories, absorbing new 
nutrients, explaining new facts and proposing new interpretations, and that 
every natural scientific worker can make contributions. Philosophy and social 
science should also be thus, but it is a new issue to us. For this very rea- 
son, we must enliven academic thinking, overcome mental ossification and study 
anew the viewpoints which seem to have become final. For instance, we usually 
only mention the possibility for the scientists of capitalist countries to 
have spontaneous materialism and spontaneous dialectics, but not the possibi- 
lity that some among them may, by means of scientific practice and the philo- 
sophical thinking in history assimilated by them, acquire conscious philoso- 
phical views approaching dialectic materialism. We only mention the scorn 
felt by the great scientists of capitalist countries for the philosophers, but 
mot the fact that Planck, Einstein and Wiener were also great philosophers 

and great thinkers at the same time. We only mention the idealism of the 
Copenhagen school, but fail to ask whether it is dialectic. We only mention 
the need to criticize modern Western scientific philosophy, but fail to inquire 
whether it has anything which can be critically absorbed. We only mention the 
need of logical thinking for the ascent of perceptual knowledge to rational 
knowledge, but fail to look into the effect of intuition and fantasy in the 
process of understanding. We only mention the fact that the higher forms of 
motion cannot be concluded as the lower form of motion, but not the necessity 
of analyzing the higher form of motion with the theory and method of the lower 
forms of motion. We only mention the need of unified planning for the socialist 
scientific undertaking, but not the need of freedom in scientific research un- 
der the socialist conditions. We only discuss the social conditions required 
for the elimination of the “three major distinctions," but not the development 
of the production force and the progress of science and technology on which 
their elimination mainly hinges. If we cannot examine the final views such as 
these according to the criterion of practice and boldly express new ideas, the 
study and propaganda of natural dialectics will not become vivid and lively; 
we may even spin a cocoon around ourselves and turn the favorable factors for 
popularizing dialectics into unfavorable ones. 


Natural dialectics faces the dual task of guiding the development of science 
and technology with the Marxist philosophy and enriching the Marxist philosophy 
on the practical foundation of science and technology. The two are closely 
linked and mutually complementary. In terms of natural dialectic work, the 
development of philosophy is still for the purpose of promoting the progress 
of science and technology and the realization of their modernization. Only by 
firmly starting from the reali’y of scientific and technological development 
and conscientiously studying and solving the practical problems posed to us in 
such development can we look forward to making headway in completing the dual 
task mentioned above.

DEVELOPMENT OF CHINA'S BIOLOGY DISCUSSED

[Text] We should increase our sense of responsibility to the development of 
biology. The sense of responsibility may be divided into two aspects: We must 
have a sense of responsibility in eliminating the obstacles to the development 
of China's biology, which may be considered the sense of responsibility in the 
"destructive" aspect; in addition, we must also have a sense of responsibility 
in the "constructive" aspect, which is organization, research and personnel 
training. 


Let us first discuss the "destructive" aspect. We may make suggestions to the 
leaders on such issues as academic democracy. However, we must not rely on 
charity for academic democracy, but must strive for it, and even struggle for 
it. Currently, we still hear about a "feeling of lingering apprehension" in 
some people, and it deserves analysis. "Apprehension" means fear. When 
handling affairs and conducting oneself, it is not quite right to start from 
the word fear. It was a fact that some of the things in the past were rather 
fearful, but starting from the word fear too often is not the right way. 
Such issues as the lack of academic democracy and the "swarm of bees” produced 
a fairly seriouS influence on the development of biology in the past. If we 
do not handle them conscientiously and strive to overcome them, such issues 
will continue to exist. As long as we handle them conscientiously, they can 
be overcome. Take the current situation: One cannot say that it is satisfac- 
tory in all aspects, but the general tendency of development of our country is 
clear, and we should have confidence. 


The main reason for the lack of democracy in the academic field in the past 
was because political and academic issues were often entangled. The forbidden 
areas in learning were actually the forbidden areas in politics; learning 
itself has no forbidden area. Hereafter, we must strictly separate academic 
issues from political issues. The relationship between politics and learning 
is about the same as that between politics and production. In “Politics and 
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Economics under the Proletarian Dictatorship," Comrade Zhang Wentian [1728 
5113 1131] said: “Correct political leadership and economic achievements _ 
inevitably form a direct proportion." One may paraphrase him by saying that 
correct political leadership and scientific development inevitably form a 
direct proportion. Conversely, any political leadership which blocks scienti- 
fic development is an incorrect leadership. Our country can do much in making 
politics a promotive force in scientific development, rather than an impedi- 
ment. We hope that our leading party and government comrades will carefully 
summarize the experiential lessons of the past and conscientiously consider 
the issue. 


On the other hand, our democratic style and habits require cultivation. The 
lack of development in academic discussions is not entirely due to outside 
suppression. To a great extent, we ourselves have not cultivated the habit. 
We must not blame everything on others. We must, on academic issues, hold 
free discussions and permit incorrect opinions. It is perfectly permissible 
for a person to express one opinion today and another tomorrow. In the re- 
search institute, it is quite alright for me to say today that you are wrong 
and to admit tomorrow my mistake. When we change our view on an issue with 
the change in our backgrour i knowledge or experimental results, it is not only 
not undesirable, but mandatory. 


The "gust of wind" issue is also thus. On the one hand, we hope that the 
leaders, in managing scientific research work, especially in the use of funds, 
will change the practice of fostering "a gust of wind" and "a swarm of bees." 
On the other hand, we, as scientific workers, should more or less have our own 
ideas, and not seek the fashionable and follow the trendy. Those with a 
professional foundation or special skills should study diligently and strive 
to broaden their own fields. In the past 30 years, very few people in our 
country have been able to persevere in any particular field of study for 5 or 
10 years, let alone a longer period. If this situation is not changed, the 
development of our scientific research will have no future. Scientific work 
must have the opportunity for stable and continuous development. This issue 
is very important. The maturity of a tree or an animal requires a certain 
period of time for growth and development. The many branches of biology and 
the various academic realms must all be developed. It is a good thing for 
each branch of learning to peddle its own "melons." We must encourage them to 
cultivate their own meluns for sale. In China, the varieties of melons are 
too few, and they should be greatly increased. 


After entering the new era of the socialist modernization construction, the 
work awaiting us is largely “constructive” tasks. A considerable number of 
people among us generally performs work in three aspects simultaneously: 
First, we have some responsibility in the organization and management of 
scientific work, which are not solely the affairs of the responsibie party and 
government comrades. Second, we are on the front line of scientific research 
work and have the responsibility of directly promoting scientific research. 
Third, we have the responsibility to train scientific workers of the next 
generation. The third aspect in particular, the task of training the next 
generation, should be specially stressed. For the future of China's biology, 
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as long as we properly train the next generation, we oldsters will have no 
need to worry. This is indeed a key issue, and many problems require solution. 
One of the problems is how to build rore successfully the cooperation between 
the research organs and the universities. It will benefit the development of 
both the universities and the research organs, and is closely li: ked with the 
future of China's biology. Today, whether with the research organs or with 
the schools, all feel the shortages of buildings and instruments, but the 
greatest shortage is people. How to accelerate the training of people is in- 
deed an extremely urgent issue. I particularly want to do two things in my 
late years: To trumpet for neurobiology, a field which I have engaged in for 
many years; to tru.xet for the training of young people. Naturally, not just 
trumpeting alone, but also doing while trumpeting.

REMEDIES OF FLAWS IN ENTRANCE EXAMINATION SUGGESTED

[Text] In midsummer last year, several million young people took the entrance 
examinations for colleges, senior middle schools and technical secondary 
schools. When the results were announced, a minority was gratified, but the 
majority was disappointed or even depressed. As the number of examinees was 
large, the admission quota small and the competition extremely keen, it is 
very normal for some people to question the entrance examination system. 


Starting out from maintaining imperial power, the feudal China, in the employ- 
mont of administrative officials, alternated between the method of recommenda- 
tion and selection and that of examination. They were merely the means, and . 
what determined their essence was the nature of the regime. Not long after 
the introduction of the recommendation and selection method, the Han dynasty 
discovered the serious phenomenon of control and manipulaticn by local or 
social forces. By the time of Emperor Huanling, there was the folk rhyme 
which ran: “electing a first-degree scholar who knows no books; electing a 
second-degree scholar who lives apart from his father." Some households occi:- 
pied a high position for generations, such as that of Yuan Shao with "three 
dukes in four generations." The situation did not end until the Huangjin 
Uprising. When the Jin dynasty replaced Han and Wei, Sima introduced the “Law 
of Nine Ranks," resulting in "no humble households in the high ranks; no high- 
placed households in the low ranks." The practice of entering by the back 

¢ door flourished. Regardless of the ability, as long as a person came from a 
famous household, he was made an official. This system of selecting and pro- 
moting administrators according to the power and influence of their families 
naturally led to extreme corruption in officialdom and deterioration of the 
national condition. Beginning with Emperor Wen of the Sui dynasty, the method 
of imperial examination was initiated to obtain officials. The subjects of 
examination through the dynasties were not ali arbitrary. Whether poetry, the 
eight-paragraph essay or themes, they were, on the one hand, for the convenience 
of drawing the line of admission and cn the other, for the purpose of testing 
the depth of the examinees’ understanding of the feudal culture. As a comman 
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man could become a high official by following this path, passing the examina- 
tions became the sole goal. The story of Fan Jin passing the examination in 
"Romance of the Scholars" was a bitter satire of this system at its ludicrous 
and disgusting end. However, compared with the method of recommendation and 
selection, the imperial examinations provided an outlet for some people. 


Modern capitalist countries and countries following the production means public 
ownership system also employ the examination system. The characteristic of 
this method is that the subjects of examination have a very strong link with 
the examinees’ future work or future training and with the combined require- 
ments of society. Combined requirements refer to work adaptability, organizing 
and leadership ability, creativity, and the ability of practical operation in 
technology. Due to the conditional limitations during the examinations, espe- 
cially when the number of examinees is large, written tests have to be given 
for the purpose of having a basis and preventing fraud. While the written 
tests are closely linked with the requirements of society, such as the tests 

on physics and chemistry, which are far superior to the examination on the 
eight-paragraph essay, the superior students admitted by written tests often 
are not adept at practical experiments, have no organizational ability, or 

lack drive and ambition. The greatest flaw in the method of recommendation 

and selection was reliance on the influence of the parents. As a result, the 
children of influential households did not have to exert themselves, while it 
was useless for the youths of families without power and influence to make an 
effort. As there was no competition, the young people idled away their time. 
The greatest flaw of the examination method is that there may be mistakes at 
times, and the best and those satisfying the combined requirements are not 
necessarily chosen. However, as there is competition, most of the young people 
are able to be occupied in their minds. 


It is easy to criticize the defects of a method, but the problem is to remedy 
them. One must not solve the problem by the simple means of flogging or 
retracing one's steps. People have been eating wheat for a long time. How- 
ever, the defects of wheat as a food are very obvious. It requires grinding 
and often fermentation, and its lysine content is low and its output 
small. Nevertheless, if this unsatisfactory wheat is not planted, half of the 
people in the world will go hungry. The remedy is rational processing and the 
use of dietary supplements. 


Looking at the grades of the examinanees, we find that the admission generally 
follows the gaussian distribution, i.e., it shows a normal curve. Though there 
may possibly be deviations in the curve, the general tendency is as shown in 
the diagram. The shaded area, A, represents the number of people admitted 
(assuming it to be 4 percent). Ia other words, the grades of the majority are 
in the middle ranges. As the results of the subjects in the written test, 
though related, are not completely identical with the combined requirements of 
society, we can understand that among those attaining the grades for admission,

It can thus be seen that the probability of the emergence of superior students 
satisfying all requirements is very low. To make P, a very low emergence pro- 
bability, represent as many people as possible, we can only, under the condi- 
tion of assuring the quality requirement of the examinees’ knowledge, expand 
the admission quota as much as possible. We must make the admission quota 
include the mode, viz., somewhere to the right of the middle of the gaussian 
distribution normal curve. Concretely speaking, setting the admission at 
slightly under 40 percent may be suitable. 


However, a larger admission quota will require more schools, which hinges on 
financial abilities. Only developing production will the excessively low and 
irrational admission ratio be improved. During the transitional period when 

we cannot increase the admission quota, we should, instead of the unified 
admission method, adopt the method of nation-wide regional admission and 
slightly different criteria for the admission line of students attending 
schools and that c. the youths in society. It will guarantee that every pro- 
vince, region and level will admit the part of the examinees of their own 

areas in the normal curve who should be admitted, and reduce the flaw of train- 
ing superiority (better teaching quality in large cities) and squeezing out the 
combined requirements of society. Even in the imperial examination system of 
the Qing dynasty, to create a centripetal force of the local areas, quota dis- 
tribution according to provinces was practiced. In short, to guarantee more 
talents in the future, we must do our best to make the base of those admitted 
as large as possible. It is a platitude, but if we do not fully understand it 
by analysis and verification, but concentrate on stringent selections, we will 
go to the extreme of “one examination deciding the whole future." 
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Under the condition of not expanding the recruitment quota and for the purpose 
of making accurate selections of talents, we should introduce the vacancy 
admission system, such as reexamining the students on the special requirements 
of certain subjects, e.g., practical technical ability, speed of reaction, etc. 
For some subjects, certain psychalogical tests may be added. In addition, 
society must not discriminate against the professionals who have learned their 
skills through practical training; it must not adhere rigidly to academic back- 
ground and famous universities. However, in case of exceptional admissions, 
there must be definite requirements and standards, and abuse and fraud must be 
prevented. 


There is no flawless method in the world, and so is examination. Before it 

can be replaced by a better method, as it is relatively fair and rational, one 
may say that “there is no alternative." However, we must recognize its defects 
and deviations and, especially under the present situation where the admission 
quota is rather small, do our best to remedy it, for otherwise we will make a 
big mistake, because retracing our steps and replacing the examinations with 
the method of recommendation and selection will not work.

POPULATION FORECASTING MODELS, PREDICTIONS DISCUSSED

[Text] Importance of Population Forecasts 


Population is a complex element in society, and it is also a principal part of and 
a foundation of social activity. The population problem, like other objective 
matters, possesses its own laws, and has become a science, which increasingly 
attracts the serious attention of scientists. How to effectively control popula- 
tion has become a problem about which people are more and more concerned in the 
process of realizing the four modernizations in China. At the present time, 

the level of China's production is rather low, and there is a vast gap between 
national average earnings in China and those of advanced countries. If China's 
nat’oral average income is to show fairly great increase by the end of this century, 
it will be necessary to control the speed of population growth. Population 
planning requires forecasting the level of population development after the year 
2000 on the basis of the present population birth situation in China. Thus, 
population forecasts can provide precise information for population policies and 
population planning. Population forecasts differ from meteorological, earthquake, 
or economic forecasts, and have their own characteristics. The forecast period 

is not 1 or 2 days, but rather several years or several decades. This article 
provides a briefing on the model for population forecast calculation methods that 
we use, and discusses our views about national population forecasting. 


types of Population Forecasts 


The traditional concepts of the past on the population development issue must be 
changed. The longstanding historical idea that "a vast territory with rich 
resources and a teeming population" is an honor, has been acknowledged to be an 
arrogance of the Chinese race. Now, we must regard the problem of population 
development not only as a problem of further population growth, but also regard 
it as a serious impediment to the four modernizations process that the country 
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faces, which carries with it serious latent political problems. It relates to 
increases in the standard of living of the present generation, and simultaneously 
determines what kind of accumulated wealth this generation will leave posterity-- 
hardships or happiness. Thus, population policies must control the present 
population and institute planned parenthood. Correspondingly, population fore- 
casts should use the mathematical models of controlled population forecasts. 

If population development is not controlled and people are free to give birth as 
they please, it will become a free population forecast mathematical model. 


We must make population forecast calculations; however, population statistical 
methods currently are not unified. In using data from population statistics 
departments, mathematical processing will be required. In the two national 
population census years of 1953 and 1964, data on population distribution by age 
and by deaths was generally not available for other years except for individual 
cities, and so it is recommended that a unified population forecasting mathematical 
model and commensurate statistical forms be established nationwide. 


In our mathematical models, the population birth cycle is a rather major statistical 
coefficient. The population birth cycle is not derived from legal age, but from 
the use of statistical methods. 


Our mathematical model is calculated on the basis of a closed population systen, 
and for population shifts in each area, consideration must be given to age distri- 
butions of those who move, meaning population distribution according to age and 
distribution of deaths. If this is not done, the accuracy of the forecast will 

be impaired. 


Unless methods are accurate and statistical criteria reasonable, the attainment of 
fairly high accuracy ig figuring population forecasts will be difficult. Song 
Jian [1345 0256] et al have proposed a series of partial differential equation 
structural forms on the issue of population control, and have used discretely 
calculated mathematical models to predict China's population for 100 years, 
attaining a rather high degree of accuracy, and blazing a trail for the scientific 
development of China's population system. Here we have adopted the direct calcu- 
lation method to make population forecasts, and our reasons for emphasizing the 
direct method are as follows: 


1. Population forecasts or other calculations should attain a high degree of 
accuracy. 


2. The layers and bands developed in the historical development of population should 
be retained. These constitute a special kind of information for population births. 


3. The structure of mathematical models should be perceived directly and be easily 
promoted. 


4. Information that satisfies the requirements of other population models (such 
as working population models, models that show fluctuations in population in 
enterprises) should be readily separated out of these models. 
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Statistical Distribution of Three Sets of Population Movements 


People's life span and age are calculated in terms of their present age. Popu- 
lation statistics in China today use ages from 0 to 100 as their statistical range, 
which is called a centenary table. Inasmuch as the number of the population 

above the age of 100 is fairly small, it is ignored, thus naturally there is some 
error in this. If a person who lives to maximum age is postulated as age tr 

when the population is counted, it is divided into 0, l, 2, ..., .. in an age 
spread of r+ l. There are three sets of data in terms of age distribution: 

First is the number of the population of different ages in any given year, which 
is termed population distribution according to age, or simply population distribu- 
tion, which is written as M. (t), with t standing for the time, and r standing for 
the range of age, and r = 0,1,2,..., r_. Second the number of deaths at different 
ages in any given year, which is termed distribution of population deaths according 
to age, or simply distribution of deaths, and written as (t), with r = 0, l,

distribution of births, and written as M° (t), with r=n', n*' +1, ..., n. In 
the distribution of the above three sets Of statistics, data about the last set 

is very difficult to locate in population statistics departments. 


In forecast calculations, when T is used as the starting point for any given year, 
that year is known as the datum year or base year. The sum total of this base 
year's population distribution M(T) is Mp(T), thus:

Because population distribution may be distinguished as having a controlled 
configuration or a free configuration, the two are described separately in Illus- 
tration 1. Illustration 1 has descriptive curves. The bold line is an ideal 
situation following an ironing out, while the thin line shows actual fluctuations 
in population distribution, called the population band. The sections of the curve 
up to point A show the fluctuations between the controlled configuration and the 
free configuration. The dotted lines show transitional configurations. After 
point A, the free configuration, the controlled configuration, and the transitional 
configuration are combined into a single curve to become a complete population 
distribution curve of numerous bands. 
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lllustration 1. Depiction of Population Distribution Configuration 
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Distribution of deaths in the population on the basis of age in T year is vt (T). 
During any given year, the number of deaths of people of different ages variés, 
the aged being most numerous, children and middle age people being second, and 
youths being least.

Its significance is the number of population deaths at age r, Mo (1) as a propor- 
tion of the population at age r.

which is termed the population survival rate by age range in year T, i.e. the 
proportion of the surviving population at M_ (T) at the end of year T. These 
basic concepts are used not only in calculating population forecasts, but are 
also used in calculating average population longevity. 


Distribution of childbearing women by age in T year is m° (T). Presented in the 
following table is the data we obtained from nearly 10,006 pieces of statistical 

data on the number of women between the ages of 20 and 43 who gave birth in 1979 

among women of childbearing age in a certain prefecture.

This table shows the average age, R, of the childbearing women in that prefecture 
to have been 27. Thus the population birth cycle R + 1 = 28 is derived, and so 
30 years is the population median forecast standard. 


The corresponding number of women for the average age, R, of childbearing women 


is (T)/2, because (T) is the sum of the male and female population. In order 
to simplify calculations, the probability for males and females is half for each, 
thus, it is multiplied by 1/2. (T) is related to the number of people born in 


T + 1 year, thus the following formula is established:

In this formula A(T + 1) is total birthrate, or average birth coefficient, i.e. 
half the individual number of children born in T + 1 year per every man and wife, 
which is one-half the average number of births. If R= 0.5, the average births 
per man and wife is one. 


Setting up Mathematical Models for Controlled Population Forecasts 


Once we have derived the three kinds of distribution given above, we can calculate 
population forecasts. Our method is the discrete direct recurrence method of 
calculation. Using this, we first figure out a continuous population development 
activity formula. Using the rotational movement in ages of the population, we 
know that this year is age r, and next year is age r +1. If in a certain area, 
the number of people at age r in year t is M(t), a year later the number of 
people will be M41 (t + 1), the population delay relationship existing between 
being:

Thus, formula (8) can be solved under the initial boundary conditions of (9) and 
(10), and the solution is unique. Formule (8) is considered under the circumstances 
of a closed system. If there are migrations, the population distribution of the 
migrants has to be added to the right side of formula (8). 


The steps in our recurrent calculations are explained below. We first sought the 
population distribution and its sum for T + 1 year. We used three statistical 
distributions, making the population distribution in base year T the initial 
condition M (T) (r = 0,1,...,r_), M. (T + 1), i.e. formula (6), and deriving

Setting Up Mathematical Models for Free Population Forecasts 


Formula (16) is the calculation method we recommend. In instituting population 
control in China's present planned births, it is through choice of A.the number 
of births in the population is regulated. However, some countries with a sparse 
population encourage births, and when this is done, it is necessary to use 2 
mathematical model for free population forecasts. Instead of trying to determine 
the corresponding distribution of average reproductive age R, it is necessary to 
count the number of people born at each age during women's reproductive years,

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National Population Forecast For 100 Years 


Inasmuch as the number of immigrants to Chirs may be ignored, the population of 
the entire country may be regarded as being a closed system, and the population 

is being controlled; therefore we used formula (16) to draw up a Fortran language 
program, using a computer to forecast China's population for a hundred years. 

fhe annual total population and related cr.teria were calculated. For calculation 
porposes, total death rate was 6.1 percent; average reproductive age was 27; and 
reproduction control coefficients were worked out for three situations with 

/\= 0.5, 0.75, and 1.9, i.e. each man and woman averaging the birth of 1, 1.5, 
and 2 children ( A= 0.5 declining in 10 years from A= 1, while A+ 0.75 declining 
gradually over 5 years from A= 1). Population distribution for the base year 
was calculated from preliminary data investigated by Comrade Song Jian et al. 
Ages run from 0 to 114 years old. 


Results of calculations show that when A= 0.5, i.e. a man and woman producing 
a single child, population will rise from 970-92 million in 1979 to 1,089, 730,000 
maximum in the year 2000, gradual decline occurring thereafter until the year 
2079 when population will decrease to 298.55 million or less than 300 million. 


When A= 0.75, i.e. when each couple produce 1.5 children, population will rise 
from 970.92 million in 1979 to 1,156,620,000 in the year 2000, reaching a maximum 
of 1,179,800,000 in the year 2012, thereafter gradually declining to 670.27 million 
in the year 2079. 


[If s\= 1, i.e. each couple have two births, the population will be 1,243,070,000 
in the year 2000, and reach its zenith at 1,407,540,000 in 2032, thereafter 
declining until it totals 1,312,260,000 in 2079. 


Currently, we currently advocate birth of a single child per couple, in order to 
bring the population growth rate under control with all possible speed, so that 
the total national Ns be no more than 1.2 billion by the end of this 
century. 


A look at the population of the year 2000 on the basis of the data acquired above 
shows that if each couple having only a single child can be accomplished, the 
population in the year 2000 will not exceed 1.09 billion. However, in advocating 
universal birth of a single child per couple, it is impossible to guarantee that 
all couples will have only a single chid. Therefore, it is a certainty that by 
the year 2000, population will exceed 1.09 billion. If each couple gives birth to 
two children, the population in 2000 will not exceed 1.25 billion, but it will 
exceed the decided upon objective of 1.2 billion. If half the couples in the country 
produce one child, and half the couples produce two children, that will mean an 
average of 1.5 children per couple (of course, in practice it is impossible to 
tive birth to one and one-half children). Using these calculations, the 2000 
population will be 1.156 billion, not exceeding the 1.2 billion figure. Thus, the 
aforestated objectives are attainable. Inasmuch as minority people areas may 
ontinue to have more than two births per couple, the actual year 2000 figure may 
be a little higher than 1.156 billion. In short, people will have to make an 
effort to achieve the objective. 
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The foregoing calculations show that if population is to be controlled at above 
1.1 billion and below 1.2 billion within the next 50 years, during this period of 
time every couple will have to have one and only one child. If each couple is 
permitted to have only a single child during the next 100 years, the population of 
China will drop to 300 million. Consequently, it will not be necessary to wait 
100 years. By the year 2054, population will drop to the 548 million level of the 
end of 1949, and other population programs can be formulated. It is not too late 
to readjust the population reproduction situation; there is no need to worry. 


The foregoing gives a general introduction to population forecasting methods and 
national population forecasting, as well as to other population criteria. Space 
limitations prohibit giving further detail here. 
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
